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JESUS IS ALIVE 


Sermon Of The Month 


Dr. John R. Sampey 








TEXT: One Jesus, which was dead, 
whom Paul affirmed to be alive. — Acts 
25:19. 


FFESTUs, the Roman governor of Ju- 

dea, and Paul the apostle were both 
agreed as to the death of Jesus, but they 
were miles apart concerning His resur- 
rection from Joseph’s tomb. That Jesus 
died on the Cross in the days of Pontius 
Pilate, all the world, whether Christians 
or unbelievers, are agreed. Jesus actual- 


ly died on Good Friday. 


Persons who believe that no dead man 
can come to life must deny the testi- 
mony of the many followers of Jesus, 
that they saw Him and heard Him dur- 
ing the forty days after He was buried. 








All the world knows what happened 
on Good Friday. Two robbers and a 
Man who claimed to be the Son of God 
were crucified on a little knoll outside 
the wall of Jerusalem. To put the rob- 
bers out of their misery, Roman soldiers 
broke their legs with bludgeons. Seeing 
that Jesus was already dead, they did 
not break His legs, but one of the sol- 
diers to make sure that He was not in a 
swoon, drove a spear into His heart. 


In the late afternoon of Good Friday, 
Joseph of Arimathea and Nicodemus, 
took the body of Jesus down and rever- 
ently laid it in a rock-hewn tomb. 


What happened on the following Sun- 
day morning? Did the dead man come 
to life and lay aside the linen clothes 
wrapped about Him, and the napkin 
that was upon His head? Did this Man 
actually come out of the sepulcher and 
show Himself to His most intimate 
friends? Jesus certainly died Friday af- 
ternoon. Did He actually come to life 
Sunday morning? There is no question 
in all human history of equal import- 
ance. 


Too many people treat the question 
lightly, as Festus did when he referred 
to “a certain Jesus, who was dead, 





whom Paul affirmed to be alive.” To 
Festus the whole story was preposter- 
ous; of course no dead man ever comes 
to life. 


THE ATTITUDE OF 
CHRIST’S FOLLOWERS 


Did any followers of the Saviour ex- 
pect Him to come back from the grave? 
On Saturday after the crucifixion, was 
any human being on earth expecting 
Him to return from the tomb alive on 
Sunday morning? 


His enemies remembered that that 
“impostor,” as they called Him, had 
said that He would rise on the third 
day. They had no fear that He would 
actually do so, but were afraid His dis- 
ciples might steal the body away by 
night and claim that He had risen from 
the dead; and so they asked Pilate for 
a guard and sealed the stone at the 
mouth of the grave with the Roman 
seal. 


The friends of Jesus, in their despair, 
forgot that He had ever claimed that He 
would rise on the third day. When the 
women returned from the tomb early 
Sunday morning, saying that they had 
seen a vision of angels who told them 
that Jesus was risen, the apostles regard- 
ed their words as idle talk. 
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How did it come about that eleven 
men, intimate friends of Jesus, all of 
whom in the early hours of the first Eas. 
ter morning doubted the story of His 
resurrection, came to believe that their 
teacher and leader who died Friday af- 
ternoon and lay in the sepulcher Friday 
night, Saturday and Saturday night, had 
really come to life early Sunday morn- 
ing? 


Let us look at some of the facts that 
changed their attitude and caused them 
to affirm with confidence that Jesus was 
raised from the dead. 


VARIED EXPERIENCES 


Judas the traitor, when he saw that 
the Master whom he had sold into the 
hands of His enemies was condemned 
to death, was so overwhelmed with re- 
morse that he went out and hanged him- 
self. 


Peter, the spokesman for the twelve 
apostles, who protested Thursday night 
that he was ready to die for his Master, 
had suddenly turned coward and denied 
that he was even a follower. Overwhelm- 
ed with grief and shame, he was saying 
to himself, “They have killed Him, and 
I can never ask His pardon for denying 
Him so shamefully.” 


Somewhere in Jerusalem on that first 
Easter Sunday Jesus suddenly appeared 
to Peter, giving him an opportunity to 
confess his sin and implore pardon, and 
we may be sure that in this secret inter- 
view the Lord Jesus forgave him. From 
that moment Simon Peter became a wit- 
ness of the resurrection. It was like a 
new birth to his faith. The conviction 
that his dead Leader had come to life 
could never afterward be shaken. 


In the afternoon of the resurrection 
day, Jesus appeared to two disciples, 
Cleopas and another, as they journeyed 
to Emmaus. They took him for a strang- 
er. But as they walked and talked, this 
Stranger opened up the Scriptures about 
the Christ as no one had ever before in- 
terpreted them, and this caused their 
hearts to burn with joy. They recognized 
Him a little later and He vanished from 
their sight. 


The two disciples could not wait until 
the morrow to carry the good news to 
the apostles, but at that very hour start- 
ed back to Jerusalem. Peter had already 
told the other apostles of his interview 
with Jesus, and Cleopas and his com- 
panion now told the group how they 
recognized Him in the breaking of the 


bread. 


Suddenly Jesus Himself stood in the 
midst and said, “Peace be unto you.”

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Assassins At Large 








A Review of Hugo Dewar’s New Book, “Assassins At Large” 





HERE AROSE in the Near East, dur- 
ing the eleventh century, a cult which 
used murder as a political weapon. Its 
founder and leader was one Hasan-ben- 


Sabah, known as the “Old Man of the 


Mountains.” 


With headquarters in Syria, among 
the Lebanon mountains, a knowledge of 
their terroristic methods spread 
throughout the Christian and Moslem 
worlds. Ruins of their strongholds may 
be seen to this day. 


Gruesome crimes committed by Has- 
an-ben-Sabah and his followers gave hu- 
man language a new word — the word 
“assassins.” They are known in history 
as The Assassins. 


Prior to that time, no ruler had re- 
sorted to the murder of opponents, as a 
political weapon for advancing his 
aims. The death sentence was pronounc- 
ed on any leader who happened to get in 
their way. 


The list of more prominent victims 
included the Marquis of Moneferret 
who was assassinated in 1192, Lewis of 
Bavaria in 1213, and the Khan of Tar- 
tary in 1254. Not until around 1272 was 
their power finally broken, under at- 
tacks by the Tartars. 


The soil of the Near East produces a 
poison weed called “hashish,” which 
robs men of their normal senses when 
consumed. The word “assassin” stems 
from Hashshashin which means “eaters

of hashish.” Those sent on criminal mis- 
sions were first drugged by this weed. 


Hasan-ben-Sabah completely domin- 
ated his subjects. He alone possessed a 
will. His system reminds one of the mo- 
dern dictatorships in which the citizen 
becomes a slave of the state. 


Hugo Dewar draws an analogy be- 
tween the Hashshashin of the eleventh 
and twelfth centuries, and the Soviet 
secret police, operating in all countries, 
directed from a central headquarters at 
Moscow. He shows that the dread GPU 
is international, and has been responsi- 
ble for the deaths of many leaders in na- 
tions beyond the Iron Curtain. 


He explains that in March of 1938, a 
letter was received by the Secretary of 
the Juridical Section of the Secretariat 
of the League of Nations exposing the 
existence of a “centralized Mafia of ter- 
rorists working on the territory of sev- 
eral states other than their own.” 


The writer went on to say that he 
could, with the “help of documents, 
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testimony of witnesses and irrefutable

political considerations,” prove who 
was the head of this band of assassins. 
No action was taken, and the man who 
wrote the letter was later assassinated. 


Mr. Dewar says: “The assassins of 
the ‘Old Man of the Mountains’ have 
their modern counterpart in an organ- 
ization whose members are subjected to 
an equally effective, if somewhat differ- 
ent process of mental conditioning ... 
but whose operations are on a larger 
scale, whose power and influence are 
vastly greater, whose effect upon the civ- 
ilized world is infinitely more evil.”

A WIDE ASSORTMENT of political 

killings, committed by Soviet agents 
in countries outside of Russia, is put on 
record in “Assassins At Large.” Details 
regarding kidnappings and abductions, 
many of the victims being never traced, 
are also included.

MAYY RUSSIANS, opposed to the 


Communist revolution, were com- 
pelled to flee their Country when inter- 
nationalist leaders swept in from Eng- 
land, France, Switzerland and the 
United States. Trotsky (Bernstein) was 
in those days residing in the Bronx, 
publishing a leftist magazine, and fi- 
nanced from some mysterious source.

Large numbers of Russian patriots, 
driven from home, made their way to 
France. They were called White Rus- 
sians, in contrast to the Reds. An organi- 
zation was formed, with headquarters in 
Paris, called the “White Russian Fed- 
eration of ex-Combatants.” General 
Eugene Miller, former Chief of Staff 
of the 5th Army under the Czar, was 
President at the time the following in- 
cident occurred as related by Mr. 
Dewar. 


On the morning of September 22, 
1937, he left his office to keep an ap- 
pointment. Later developments showed 
that he was not entirely at ease about 
the men who were waiting for him on 
a certain Paris street corner. His mind 
was plagued with doubts, as indicated 
by the fact that he left a sealed letter for 
a subordinate, to be opened in the event 
he failed to return. 


The two men with whom he had the 
rendezvous were understood to be em- 
issaries of a foreign power. The dis- 
cussions were delicate and dangerous. 
A secluded spot was therefore chosen. 


“Don’t think I’m out of my mind, 
giving you this,” said the General as 
he handed the letter to his assistant. 
“You are to open it if I don’t return.” 


He possessed solid reasons for this 
action. The organization he headed had 
powerful enemies. Seven years before, 
his predecessor in office, General 
Koutiepov, had mysteriously vanished 
without leaving the smallest clue. 


General Miller’s premonition of dis- 
aster was fully justified. He never re- 
turned. The few lines, pened before his 
departure, made possible a solution of 
the crime. The letter read: 


“I have a rendezvous at half past 
twelve today at the corner of the Rue 
Jasmin and Rue Raffert, in Autenil, 
close to Bois de Boulogne, with General 
Skobline, who is arranging a meeting 
for me with a German officer, Mr. 
attache with a 
neighboring power, and an official of 
the Embassy, M. Werner. Both speak 
Russian flently. Perhaps it is a trap.” 


Skobline, mentioned in the letter, was 
a trusted official in the Federation of 
ex-Combatants. An alarm spread when 
General Miller did not return and this 


was followed by a conference of leading 
members during the night. 


When Skobline was confronted with 
the letter implicating him in the ar. 
rangement of the fatal meeting, he de- 
nied all knowledge of the affair. Taking 
advantage of a momentary lack of vigi- 
lance on the part of the meeting, he 
slipped from the room and vanished— 
disappearing as completely as if swal- 
lowed by the earth. 


Ironically, “Strohmann,” the German 
name of the man with whom an ap- 
pointment was supposed to be arranged 
for General Miller, means “straw man” 
or “man of straw.” 


French police sought Skobline in 
vain. His movements were traced to the 
home of a friend, late on the night of 
September 22nd where he borrowed a 
small sum of money and made a hurried 
departure. 


He had not dared to go home. It was 
clear that he had been unprepared for 
flight. But it was equally clear that he 
had resourceful allies who understood 
the importance of keeping him beyond 
reach of the police. The letter had taken 
him completely off guard. 


The incident shows that the GPU had 
one of its number stationed deep inside 
the anti-Communist White Russian or- 
ganization.

FTER HIS BREAK with Stalin, 

Leon Trotsky (one of the most 
fiendish criminals of all time) was 
driven into exile and finally found 
asylum in Mexico. He and his wife 
established residence at a place called 
Coyocan, a suburb of Mexico City. 


At four o’clock in the morning of 
May 24, 1940, a gang of heavily-armed 
men attacked the strongly-guarded 
premises. The manner in which the op- 
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eration was carried out indicated care- 
ful advance planning down to smallest 
details. 


Guards were overpowered on a ruse, 
disarmed and tied up. It is known that 
the GPU had someone planted in Trot- 
sky’s household because at precisely the 
right moment, the gates were thrown 
open from the inside. The attackers 
stormed through. . 


Some of them rushed directly to the 
room where Trotsky and his wife were 
sleeping. Through doors and windows 
of the bedroom, they poured a hail of 
machine gun bullets into the beds. 
Throwing incendiary bombs into the 
study where lay Trotsky’s unfinished 
biography of Stalin, the gang retreated 
in order, taking with them Robert Shel- 
don Harte, a member of the household 
—whose body was later found in a 
shallow grave by Mexican police. 


Neither Trotsky nor his wife received 
a scratch. They had awakened at the 
first sound of the invaders and flung 
themselves to the floor. Bullets swept 
over and around them, stabbing the 
mattresses and walls, but failed to take 
the desired effect. 


A few months passed before it be- 
came evident that the GPU had a second 
plan ready, in event that the first one 
should fail. Moscow was determined 
that its former leader should be de- 
stroyed. 


Trotsky had a trusted helper in the 
person of one Jacson. They were con- 
stantly together. The two men sat down 
to go over a manuscript. Trotsky, ab- 
sorbed in reading, paid no attention to 
the way Jacson placed his raincoat over 
a chair, so that the right hand pocket 
coud be easily and quickly reached. 


One minute ... two minutes ... a 
few more minutes and Trotsky kept 
reading, not seeing the hand of Jacson 
steal towards the pocket in which lay a 
short-handled ice pick. 


Mr. Dewar relieves the reader’s sus- 
pense by quickly filling in the details: 


“The assassin raised his weapon and 
struck with all his force at the bent 
head. There was a_heart-stopping 
scream. Blood spattered over the manu- 
script as the wounded man staggered to 
his feet. Half paralysed by that cry, the 
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assassin made an indecisive movement, 
as if to strike again, and as he did so the 
wounded man seized the hand holding 
the pick and bit it. The weapon fell to 
the floor. Outside in the patio feet 
pounded. 


“Although armed with a fully-loaded 
revolver and having a dagger in the 
other pocket of his raincoat, the assassin 
made no resistance when the guards 
burst into the room and fell on him. 
He had not believed it possible that a 
man could still retain consciousness 
after such a blow. That scream had 
made escape impossible. He had hoped 
to do his work in silence.” 


Before Trotsky died, speaking slowly 
and with difficulty, he asked that Jacson 
be allowed to live and made to talk — 
in order to learn from him exactly how 
the GPU planed and managed the assas- 
sination.

N AN ADDENDUM to “Assassins at 

Large,” Mr. Dewar explains why he 
uses the initials GPU to designate the 
international secret police whose ten- 
tacles reach into all parts of the world. 
His explanation includes an outline of 
the development of this phase of the 
Soviet apparatus. 


The first terroristic system, organ- 
ized in 1917, became known as the 
Cheka and was responsible for tens of 
thousands of deaths inside Russia. It 
was later reorganized into what became 
known as the Gosudarstvennoe Politi- 
cheskoe Upravlenie (initials GPU). 


In 1934, another body was set up 
broad enough to include international 
police activities whose abbreviation was 
NKVD. All Commissariats were later 
renamed Ministers. Consequently the 


NKVD became known as the MVD. 


Changes in name mean nothing, for 
the reason that the methods of this 
monster remain the same. Mr. Dewar 
therefore prefers the earlier designation 
(GPU) because this is the way the sys- 
tem became best known years ago, while 
spreading itself, octopus-like, over the 
face of the earth. 


He has written a terrifying book— 
one that holds the interest of the reader 
from the first page to the last. 
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HE REVISED STANDARD VER- 

SION of the Bible, copyrighted by 
the National (Federal) Council of 
Churches of Christ, was presented with 
much fanfare to the public on Septem- 
ber 30, 1952, and proclaimed by its pro- 
moters as the “Greatest Bible News in 


341 Years.” 


Rallies were held over the United 
States and these celebrations took place 
before the public had an opportunity to 
examine the new Version and to consid- 
er it in any critical way. 


The super salesmanship employed by 
the National Council is brought out in 
an article written by James Mackenzie 
in the People’s Forum of The News and 
Observer, Raleigh, North Carolina. It 
calls attention to methods which the 
writer regards as being deceptive. Here 
is the article in part: 


“This is written to protest the pomp- 
ous, illiberal, and thoroughly un-Pro- 
testant attitude assumed by many of the 
defenders of the new Bible. 


“Before this book was on the market 
— long before competent Christian 
scholars were allowed to examine it — 
its sponsors demanded unqualified and 
unquestioned acceptance. Dr. William 
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Culbertson, president of Moody Bible 
Institute in Chicago, writes that he was 
offered a copy free if he would promise 
to preach from it — and this promise 
was to be made before the Old Testa- 
ment had been seen. ‘What,’ he wishes 
to know, ‘is behind this avalanche of 
publicity, of pressure, which asks for 
endorsement sight unseen? We cannot 
help but be suspicious and therefore 
greatly concerned. Why was not this 
Version in its entirety submitted to pub- 
lishers for review and possible endorse- 
ment ... we protest against the idea of 
approval without inspection’.” 


Since the new Bible’s debut, it has 
come under detailed, documented and 
scholarly criticism. Have these charges 
been answered? They have not. Now 
through many effective protests raised 
by the faithful servants of the Lord, 
Christian people have been alerted to its 
unreliability. Here are some of the basic 
objections. 


DISHONEST TRANSLATION 


An example of dishonest tampering 
with the Scriptures is found in Matthew 
27:54. This passage in the Revised 
Standard Version records the centurion 
who beheld the miraculous events of 
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Christ’s death, as crying out, “Truly 
this was a son of God!” Here we have 
the unwarranted use of the article “a” 
placed before “son” and note also that 
“son” is spelled with a small “s.” 


For comparison, see verse 40 of the 
same chapter where the circumstances 
are exactly the same in the Greek text. 
There the enemies of Christ hurled the 
term “the Son of God” at Him as an in- 
sult to what He claimed. If it should be 
translated “the Son of God,” and with 
a capital “S” in verse 40 (and it 
should), then the translators are honor- 
bound by rules of scholarship and com- 
mon honesty to translate it exactly the 
same way in verse fifty-four. Why didn’t 
they? Mark 15:39, a parallel reference, 
is translated the same dishonest way. 


A deliberate twist is given to Titus 
2:13 which ruins the meaning of this 
precious passage for people who are 
“Looking for that blessed hope, and the 
glorious appearing of the great God and 
our Saviour Jesus Christ.” The RSV 
changes this passage and makes it refer 
to the “appearing of the glory of our 
great God and Saviour Jesus Christ.” 


There is a great difference between 
the appearing of God’s glory and the 
appearing of His Person. Is it because 
the translators do not believe in the se- 
cond coming of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
personally and visibly, to this earth, 
that they have marred the meaning? 


In the same way verse 14 of the book 
of Jude has been changed from proph- 
ecy to read like history. Enoch of old, 
who prophesied, saying, “Behold, the 
Lord cometh with ten thousands of his 
saints,” instead is made to say, “Behold, 
the Lord came with his holy myriads.” 


Jude said that Enoch “prophesied,” 
but the translators changed the wording 
so that Enoch was made to speak of 
something in the past. 


A dangerous doctrine is propagated 
by changing I Peter 2:2, which reads in 
the King James Version, “As newborn 
babes, desire the sincere milk of the 
word, that ye may grow thereby.” The 
revisers make this to read: “Like new- 
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born babes, long for the pure spiritual 
milk, that by it you may grow up to sal- 
vation.” No one ever grows “up to sal- 
vation,” but having been saved “by 
grace through faith,” newborn babes 
“desire the milk of the word, that ye 
may grow thereby.” 


The translators have called Jesus the 
“pioneer and perfector” of our faith in 
Hebrews 12:2, instead of “author and 
finisher.” They would make the Lord a 
mere trail-blazer, or guide, to follow. 
To the contrary, the thought here con- 
cerning faith is that Jesus both origin- 
ates and finishes it. He is the beginning 
and the end of everything the Christian 
believes. 


Who can trust these translators? A 
dishonest, juggling of Scripture to ad- 
vance the theological bias of Modern- 
ism is apparent throughout the book. 


“YOUNG WOMAN” FOR “VIRGIN” 


A tragic reversal of inspired Scrip- 
ture is found in the translation of Isaiah 
7:14. This prophecy, given through Isa- 
iah over seven hundred years before the 
birth of Christ, says, “Therefore the 
Lord himself shall give you a sign; Be- 
hold, a virgin shall conceive, and bear 
a son, and shall call his name Imman- 
uel.” 


The new Version has changed this 
passage to read, “Behold, a young wom- 
an shall conceive and bear a son, and 
shall call his name Immanuel.” 


Then with utter inconsistency, the re- 
visers inserted a tiny footnote to read, 
“Or virgin.” Thus they admit that the 
reading here could mean “virgin.” This, 
however, is a poor excuse for the at- 
tempt to substitute “young woman” for 
“virgin” in the passage. 


The reader does not need to know 
Hebrew to understand that these men 
have mistranslated this text. We have an 
infallible translator, the Holy Spirit, 
who inspired Matthew to correctly 
translate Isaiah 7:14 and insert it in 
Matthew 1:23, where Matthew quotes 
the prophecy of Isaiah, and says, “Be- 
hold, a virgin shall be with child, and 
shall bring forth a son, and they shall 
call his name Emmanuel, which being 
interpreted is, God with us.” 


Moreover, Matthew points out in verse 
22 of the same chapter that, “all this 
was done, that it might be fulfilled 
which was spoken of the Lord by the 
prophet,” showing that Isaiah 7:14 was 
literally fulfilled when the Lord Jesus 


was born of the virgin Mary. 


_ The Hebrew word for “virgin” in Isa- 
iah 7:14 is “almah,” and nowhere in the 
Bible do we find this word meaning

anything but a virgin. The use of the 
word “almah” to mean “young woman” 
is a later Jewish interpretation which 
has gotten into our lexicons. 


Dr. Robert Dick Wilson, Hebrew Pro- 
fessor at Princeton Seminary and a 
world renowned scholar who knew and 
spoke over forty-five different languages 
and dialects, said that every time the 
Hebrew word “almah” appeared in the 
Old Testament it meant a virgin. 


SUBTLE BLASPHEMY 


A footnote on the opening page of 
the New Testament, Matthew 1:16, 
reads, “Other ancient authorities read 
Joseph, to whom was betrothed the vir- 
gin Mary, was the father of Jesus who 
is called Christ.” 


Here is a blasphemous footnote deny- 
ing the virgin birth of Christ, deliber- 
ately inserted on the very page where 
Matthew, under inspiration, both re- 
cords the virgin birth of Christ and calls 
attention to the fulfillment of Isaiah’s 
prophecy. 


These infidel translators seem deter- 





mined to cram down your throat one 
way or another their dirty, blasphemous 
ideas! 


Do they believe the blasphemy print- 
ed in this footnote? If not, then why did 
they include it? Let Dean Luther A. 
Weigle, chairman of the committee of 
revisers, answer. In an interview with 
the Washington Post, published Octo- 
ber 1, 1952, he is quoted as saying: “We 
wouldn’t put anything in a footnote that 
was remote from the truth.” 


In other words, this footnote which 
states that Joseph was the father of Je- 
sus is not remote from “the truth.” Ac- 
cording to Weigle, our Lord was an il- 
legitimate child born with a sinful na- 
ture. This would completely disqualify 
Him as the Saviour. He would be a sin- 
ner, as we are, and would need a sav- 
iour Himself. What blasphemy! 


The translators of the new Version 
followed the rule of using the words 
“thee” and “thou” when applied to God, 
and “you” and “yours” when applied 
to men and things. In obvious disre- 
spect, where reference is to our Lord 
Jesus Christ, they nearly always use the 
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forms of the pronoun “you” and 
“yours” thus by comparison, levelling 
Him down to the position of man. 





For example, in John 21:17, Peter, 
in answering the Lord’s question, “Lov- 
est thou me?” is in the new Version 
made to reply, “Lord, you know every- 
thing; you know that I love you.” Here 
in spite of the fact that Peter recogniz- 
es Jesus as Lord and omniscient, the 
translators have him address His Mas- 
ter “you” instead of “thou.” So He is 
only a man! 


In Psalm 45:6, the King James Ver- 
sion reads, “Thy throne, O God, is for 
ever and ever: the sceptre of thy king- 
dom is a right sceptre.” Hebrews 1:8 
quotes this as addressed to Christ and 
proving His deity. 


The Revised Standard Version reads, 
“Your divine throne endures forever 
and ever. Your royal scepter is a scepter 
of equity.” This new rendering would 
rob Christ of His deity. 


TRAGIC DELETIONS 


The revisers cut out two whole pas- 
sages on salvation, one in Matthew, the 
other in Luke. They read as follows in 
the King James Version: 





Matthew 18:11, “For the Son of man 
is come to save that which was lost.” 


Luke 9:56, “For the Son of man is 
not come to destroy men’s lives, but to 
save them.” 


The confession of the eunuch’s faith 
in Christ, which Philip cited as a pre- 
requisite to baptism, is omitted from 
Acts 8:37. Upon coming to a “certain 
water,” the eunuch asked Philip, “What 
doth hinder me to be baptized?” (Acts 
8:36) 


Both Philip’s reply and the eunuch’s 
confession are left out by the omission 
of verse 37, which reads in the King 
James Version, “And Philip said, If 
thou believest with all thine heart, thou 
mayest. And he answered and said, I be- 
lieve that Jesus Christ is the Son of 
God.” 


Part of verse 19 and all of verse 20 of 
Luke 22 has been left out. This pas- 
sage records the institution of the Lord’s 
Supper, and in verse 19 Christ broke 
the bread saying, “This is my body.” 
The balance of the verse, “which is giv- 
en for you: this do in remembrance of 


> 


me,” was left out by the revisers. 


All of verse 20 is omitted which re- 
cords the statement of Christ, “This cup 
is the new testament in my blood, which 
is shed for you.”

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It is true that verses left out are often 
included in footnotes with an explana- 
tion that “Some (or other) ancient au- 
thorities read (or add)” and then they 
put in the words left out. This in no 
way relieves them of the responsibility 
of trying to mutilate God’s Word. Who 
gave them this authority to delete Holy 
Scripture? 


In Colossians 1:14, they remove the 
words, “through his blood,” without 
even a footnote to explain why. 


Mark 16:9-20 is all left out by the 
new Version. This passage contains part 
of the resurrection account, the super- 
natural signs which early believers ex- 
perienced, the ascension of Christ, and 
the Great Commission, “Go ye into all 
the world, and preach the gospel to ev- 
ery creature.” All this is penknifed! 


The whole verse of I John 5:7 is re- 
moved without a word of explanation. 


I John 5:7 in the King James Version 
reads: “For there are three that bear 
record in heaven, the Father, the Word, 
and the Holy Ghost: and these three are 
one.” 


The teaching of the Trinity in the 
Godhead is plain in this passage. The 
Father, the Word (Christ) and the Holy 
Ghost are declared to be one. Unitar- 
ians cannot stand such plain reading 
concerning the Triune God, so the pen- 
knife was used again. 


All of Mark 15:28 is omitted. This 
reads in the King James Version: “And 
the scripture was fulfilled, which saith, 
And he was numbered with the trans- 
gressors.” 


In the King James Version of Luke 
24:51 we read, “And it came to pass, 
while he blessed them, he was parted 
from them, and carried up into heaven.” 
The words, “And carried up into hea- 
ven” are left out of the false Version. 


The first part of the verse Luke 24:6 
which reads, “He is not here, but is 
risen,” is omitted. 


Verse 12 of the same chapter contains 
proof of the resurrection and states that 
Peter went into the sepulchre and saw 
the linen clothes laid by themselves. 
This whole verse is left out. 


Verse 40 states that Jesus showed 
them “his hands and his feet,”’ as abso- 
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lute proof of His resurrection. This 
also is left out. 


John 8:1-11 is penknifed. This pas- 
sage gives the story of the woman taken 
in adultery. The Pharisees brought this 
woman to Jesus, hoping they might 
gain something with which to accuse 
Him. He knew they were hypocrites and 
rebuked them accordingly, at the same 
time compassionately delivering the 
poor soul, saying “Neither do I con- 
demn thee: go, and sin no more.” But 
all this is left out of the new unholy 
Bible.

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HOXSEY'S BATTLE 
FOR HUMANITY 








OMEONE has said: “Considering the 
many legal battles that Harry Hox- 
sey has won over those who are trying 
to keep his cure for cancer from reach- 
ing the public, he should now carry the 
motto, ‘Don’t Tread On Me,’ on his let- 
terhead.” 


As part of a program of harassment, 
he has been arrested on trumped up 
charges more than one hundred times, 
but has yet to lose his first battle in the 
courts of Texas. He has of late turned 
the tables, taken the initiative, and put 
his enemies on the defensive by success- 
fully prosecuting those who have ma- 
ligned him through the press. 


His two most notable victories have 
been in the nature of libel suits against 
the Hearst Publications and Morris 
Fishbein. Since then, members of the 
press have become more conservative in 
the use of his name. When pressure 
groups bring them harmful stories 
about him, they check the facts — with 
the result that adverse publicity has now 
been reduced to a trickle. 


And that goes for the newspapers of 
his home city, which have in times past 
treated him very badly! 


His attorneys have standing orders to 
bring anyone into court who circulates 
malicious libel against the treatment for 
cancer that bears his name. And, to the 
good fortune of suffering humanity, he 
is flanked by the best legal counsel that 
money can hire. 


HEARST AND FISHBEIN 


Morris Fishbein, deposed dictator of 
the American Medical Association, got 
the Hearst chain of newspapers into 
serious trouble in 1948 by publishing a 
series of articles which he authored un- 
der the title, “Medical Hucksters.” One 
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of them called Dr. Hoxsey a “Cancer 
Charlatan” and made, among many oth- 
er damaging statements, the following: 


“All the other wicked medical fakes, 
firing hope and darkening it to despair, 
pale beside the savagery of the cancer 
charlatans. They look like men, they 
speak like men, but in them, pervading 
them, resides a quality so malevolent 
that it sets them apart from others of 
the human race. 


“Even in this time of scientific pro- 
gress, they, brazen, dare the daylight. 
With Stone Age lures, they call. The 
credulous believe. They slay their pa- 
tients as guiltily as if they knifed them 
in the heart, and they stay within the 
letter of the law .. 


“Among today’s cancer ‘healers,’ the 
American Medical Association charges 
a former coal miner is boldest, has the 
largest following and even has engaged 
the interest of some prominent men. He 
is Harry M. Hoxsey ... 


“For 20 years Hoxsey has been treat- 
ing cancer. He is still doing it. His big 
clinic in Dallas, Texas, still draws pa- 
tients from far away, while the Ameri- 
can Medical Association condemns its 
operator as: 


“Hoxsey — Cancer Charlatan!” 


Dr. Hoxsey finally succeeded in 
bringing those responsible for this libel 
into court a year later ... the Northern 
Federal District Court of Texas. Dozens 
of witnesses moved on and off the wit- 
ness stand, testifying to cures of cancers 
pronounced by others incurable. 


Their testimony was supported by 
pathological reports—hospital records, 
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clinical findings, standard biopsies, 
complete documentation. 


At the end of the trial Judge W. H. 
Atwell, in whose court the case was 
heard, stated: “I am of the firm opinion 
that some he cures and some he does not 
and some he relieves somewhat of can- 
cer, and that Hoxsey has been done a 
grave injustice, and that the articles and 
utterances by defendant were false, 
slanderous, and libelous.” 


Judge Atwell issued a judgment on 
the grounds that the plaintiff had been 
wronged, but not materially injured. 
Therefore Dr. Hoxsey was awarded one 
dollar for himself and one dollar for 
his deceased father, and all court costs 
were assessed against the Hearst Publi- 
cations. 


The summer of 1952 found Fishbein 
again in Dallas, defending himself in 
another action brought by Dr. Hoxsey, 
involving the charge of libel. The de- 
fendant presented a pitiful ‘spectacle on 
the witness stand under the grilling of 
Attorney Herbert Hyde. 


A less brazen person than Fishbein 
would have hung his head in shame and 
bowed out of public life forever. In- 
stead, he has been promoted to a posi- 
tion of leadership in the World Medi- 
cal Association. 


Dr. Hoxsey also won this case, was 
awarded a judgment of $1.05 and court 
costs assessed against the defendant. 
Fishbein’s attorneys admitted the hope- 
lessness of their cause by rising to their 
feet immediately after the decision of 
the court was announced, stating that 
the action would not be appealed. 


FOOD AND DRUG 
ADMINISTRATION ATTACKS 


During the interim, between the first 
and second Fishbein trials, the govern- 
ment tried to destroy the Hoxsey medi- 
cations by bringing suit for allegedly 
violating the Food, Drug and Cosmetic 
Act. This case was also heard in Federal 
Court and decided in Dr. Hoxsey’s fav- 
or. 


Government attorneys appealed the 
ruling before the Fifth Circuit Court of 
Appeals at New Orleans and gained a 
reversal. The pressure of organized 
medicine was clearly evident in both the 
text of the decision handed down, and 
the manner in which it was released to 
the public. Friends and patients of Dr. 
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Hoxsey in Dallas allude to it as, “The 
dirtiest deal a man ever got in the courts 


of the South.” 


Popular resentment against the decis- 
ion and behavior of the Court of Ap- 
peals stems from this fact: 


The case was argued in November 
1951. It has always been a custom with 
this Court to render its opinions not lat- 
er than March or April. But in this in- 
stance, it was not until July 3lst — the 
very day that Dr. Hoxsey’s second case 
against Morris Fishbein was expected 
to go to the jury. 


Dallas newspapers carried reports 
from New Orleans under glaring head- 
lines, announcing the reversal. The pro- 
cedure came to be looked upon as a 
transparent effort to influence the jury. 
Observers could not believe that the de- 
lay in making known the Circuit Court’s 
decision was a coincidence. 


The presiding Judge at Dallas was 
outraged and immediately called attor- 
neys for both sides into his chambers 
for the purpose of offering Dr. Hoxsey 
a mistrial. Mr. Hyde concurred that it 
was a dastardly vicious act, thanked the 
Judge ... but stated that he was ready 
to make his closing argument before the 
jury. Every juror was satisfied as to 


Fishbein’s guilt.

the left side of my neck in the region of 
the jugular vein. 

“The irritation would not heal. It in- 
creased, grew. worse and became pain- 
ful. It stung and itched and _ burned. 
Finally, a growth developed about the 
size of a pea. Doctors made an examin- 
ation and pronounced it cancer.

“We advised her that chances of re- 
covery were very slight, especially since 
the malignancy had spread to the lym- 
phatic glands. However, we agreed to 
try, and put her on the internal treat- 
ment. In two weeks the glands of the 
groin and under the arm began to soften 
and recede. External treatment was then 
applied to the lesion on the thigh, 
which, by this time, had grown to about 
four inches in diameter. In six weeks it 
dried up and sloughed off. And in 16 
weeks she was well enough to be dis- 


charged. 


“That was eight years ago. She’s still 
very much alive, has the use of both 
limbs, and there has been no recurrence 
of the disease. She comes back to the 
Clinic at frequent intervals for a check- 
up. On her last visit, a few months ago, 
she told us she felt fine, and did all her 


own housework, including washing.

HE EXISTENCE of the Hoxsey 


Treatment is today threatened. Pow- 
erfully financed groups are organized 
to wipe it out. Nothing short of a public 
uprising, a great mass movement in 
which the indignation of millions finds 
articulate expression, offers hope.

A bill was introduced into the Senate 
for this purpose two years ago, but it 
became bottled up in the Committee On 
Labor and Public Welfare. 


Persons who understand the serious- 
ness of this problem are being urged to 
write the two Senators from their re- 
spective States, urging them to use their 
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influence toward bringing about such 
an investigation with all possible haste. 











The men who are trying to deny hu- 
manity the beneficent results of this 
Treatment, which has brought untold 
blessing to thousands, must be restrain- 
ed. The best promise of relief, at the 
present time, appears to be through a 
Congressional investigation, thereby 
reaching the public by circumventing 
the persecutors schemes and censorship. 
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IRST TIMOTHY is a personal letter 

written by the Apostle Paul to Tim- 
othy, his son in the Gospel. Consisting 
of counsels for a pastor or shepherd of 
a spiritual flock, it is called a “Pastoral 
Letter.” 


The document was probably penned 
at Rome in A. D. 63, soon after the 
Apostle’s release from his first impris- 
onment, although this is open to ques- 
tion. 


It was designed to instruct Timot'y 
in the duties of the office entrusted to 
him ... to supply him with creden’‘ials 
to the Churches ... to furnish through 
him guidance to the congregations un- 
der his jurisdiction ... and to provide 
spiritual instruction for Christians of 
all time. 


The canonical validity of the letter 
is attested by the fact that the following 
Church fathers accepted it as authentic 
and quoted from its text in their writ- 
ings — Irenaeus, Clement of Alexan- 
dria, Tertullian, Euserbius, Theophilus 
of Antioch, Ignatius, Polycarp, Hegisip- 
pus and Athenagoras. Justin Martyr al- 
ludes to Titus, a companion Epistle, 
written at approximately the same time. 


Timothy is first mentioned in Acts 
16:1. His mother was a Jewess and his 
father a Greek. His grandmother Lois 
and mother Eunice were believers be- 
fore him. This explains the tender refer- 
ence in II Timothy 1:5. 





CHAPTERS ONE AND TWO 


Paul’s affection for the one to whom 
he wrote is indicated by the salutation 
“my own son in the faith.” Hendriksen 
says: “Timothy was of a rather timid 
disposition and also rather young.” 
Back home in Lystra, he could have wit- 
nessed the stoning of Paul, recorded in 
Acts 14:19-20. Who knows but what 
this may have been the cause of his con- 
version? 


The opening of the Epistle describes 
him as accepting an appointment at 
Ephesus, taking up new duties, should- 
ering heavy responsibilities. There were 
things that required adjustment in the 
churches, false teachings to be squelch- 
ed and organizational matters awaiting 
consideration. 


As the congregations increased in 
number, the questions of Church order, 
integrity of faith and exercise of dis- 
cipline became important. Timothy’s 
task was difficult, for grievous errors 
were being spread among the believers 
at Ephesus and other places. He needed 
the kind of instruction and encourage- 
ment that Paul could give. 


The word “some” of the third verse, 
an indefinite pronoun, is slightly con- 
temptuous and refers to those who were 
introducing doctrines which could not 
be given apostolic endorsement. “Neith- 
er give heed to fables, endless genealo- 
gies, vain jangling.” 


There was too much loose talk, froth,

ranting, and wild speculation about 
spiritual matters. Paul wished to see 
members of the group keep their feet on 
the ground, with faith anchored in real- 
ity. 

“Fables.” Legends about the origin 
and propagation of angels, like taught 
by false teachers at Colosse. Colossians 
2:18-23. “Genealogies.” Not tracing the 
descent of individuals, but Gnostic no- 
tions about the genealogies of spirits 
and aeons. Such mutterings tended to 
have an unsettling effect. “Profane and 
old wives’ fables.” Paul could be sar- 
castic when it helped to drive home a 
truth. 


Paul’s personal testimony of the first 
chapter, must have been a source of in- 
spiration to Timothy. The Gospel “com- 
mitted to my trust” actually reads “com- 
mitted in trust to me.” It was a miracle 
of grace that he, a former blasphemer, 
persecuior and injurer (one who adds 
insult to injury) should have been put 
“into the ministry.” 


The fact that Paul “did it ignorantly” 
was not sufficient to warrant pardon but 
it was a less culpable cause of unbelief 
than pride and wilful hardening of 
one’s self against the truth. “And the 
grace of our Lord was exceeding abund- 
ant.” 


Hymenaeus and Alexander the Cop- 
persmith had to be quarantined, lest the 
infection they carried in their souls be 
permitted to spread. The latter had 
done Paul “muck evil” on an earlier 
visit to Ephesus. Those expelled from 
the Church were regarded as being in 
a foreign domain and hence “delivered 
unto Satan.” 


The second chapter opens with a pat- 
tern for prayer. Supplications, reflect- 
ing a sense of need and personal insuf- 
ficiency. Intercessions, coming near to 
God in child-like confidence, generally 
on behalf of another. Giving of thanks, 
recognizing God’s sovereign power. 


Safeguards against certain natural in- 
hibitors to prayer were created. The 
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men were to put aside sins of impurity, 
quarreling and skepticism which are pe- 
culiar to men as men. The women were 
to curb vanity by laying aside extrava- 
gant clothing and avoiding superficial- 
ity. Thus men and women were “in like 
manner” to pray. 


Paul’s presentation of Christ in His 
mediatorial office is perfect. Two facts 
characterize the Mediator: His human- 
ity (verse 5) and His redemption (verse 
6). When God seems distant, believers 
are to keep in mind that Jesus was seen 
of men and is ever near in the Holy 
Spirit. As “man,” He sympathizes with 
us on our level, through experiential 
knowledge. 


“Who gave himself a ransom.” Man 
was the captive slave of Satan, sold un- 
der sin. Leviticus 25:48 allowed a slave 
sold captive to be redeemed by one of 
his brethren. The Son of God became 
man and being made like unto us in all 
things (sin only excepted), as our elder 
brother, could pay redemption’s price. 


CHAPTERS THREE AND FOUR 


At first the apostles regulated Church 
affairs directly, but as duties multiplied 
and the end of the apostolic period ap- 
proached, perpetuity demanded organ- 
ization. The third chapter is devoted 
largely to this subject. 


Paul was concerned to see Timothy 
properly equipped for handling this 
special task. “That thou mayest know 
how thou oughtest to behave thyself in 
the house of God.” Local Church gov- 
ernment was to rest primarily in the 
hands of bishops and deacons. Their 
essential qualifications are set forth. 


Church ideals were higher in apostlic 
times than today. Stern rules were im- 
posed upon leaders, thereby assuring 
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strength of character in the organiza. 
tion. Modern Churches should take note. 
It is often impossible, these days, to tell 
where the world leaves off and _ the 
Church begins. 


Apostles, teachers, evangelists and 
overseers were highly esteemed. An of. 
ficial in the assembly was considered as 
filling an honored position. 


The office of bishop in Paul’s day, 
attended with hardship and often perse- 
cution, would not be considered a de- 
sirable or “good work” in the sight of 
men. But before God it was something 
to be “desired” (in the Greek, “to 
stretch one’s self forward to grasp”). 
He who aimed at the office was to be re- 
minded of the high qualifications need- 
ed for the discharge of its functions. 


“Blameless,” giving no just cause for 
criticism. “Husband of one wife,” con- 
futing both cellibacy and polygamy. 
“Vigilant,” ever on the watch and keen- 
ly alive. “Sober,” or sober minded, not 
fickle and artificial. “Of good behav- 
iour,” orderly, incompatible with con- 
fusion, disorder, excess, violence, laxity, 
harshness and meanness. 


“Apt to teach,” teachable and capable 
of giving spiritual instruction. “Not giv- 
en to wine,” in complete command of 
normal senses. “No striker,” with either 
hand or tongue. “Not covetous,” in mat- 
ters of money whether one has much or 
little. 


“Ruling his own house,” presiding 
over domestic affairs in a normal way. 
6 ° ” * ae . 

Not a novice,” a Christian of genuine 
spiritual experience and not just a new 
convert. “A pure conscience,” in which 
nothing base or foreign is intermixed. 


The function of the Church and pur- 
pose of its organization is to exalt 
Christ and present His claims to the un- 
converted “God manifest in the 
flesh, justified in the Spirit, seen of an- 
gels, preached unto the Gentiles, believ- 
ed on in the world, received up into 
glory.” 


In the fourth chapter, we find Paul 
lifting the telescope of prophecy to his 
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eyes, scanning the future of the Church, 
anticipating spiritual declension and 
widespread apostasy. “Seducing spirits 
and doctrines of devils” would enter 
its sacred precincts. 


Who will say that the apostle was not 
seeing correctly? Who will deny that 
some of the things he observed have 


come to fruition, in the Church, during’ 


the times in which we live. 


To Timothy and to us, he wrote: 
“Take heed unto thyself, and unto the 
doctrine, continue in them.” 


CHAPTERS FIVE AND SIX 


The closing chapters contain admon- 
ition, designed to help regulate the 
Christian’s walk. Paul overlooked no 
important detail in discussing the every- 
day relationships of life. The conduct 
of Christ’s followers is expected to be 
exemplary. 

As Timothy was admonished to give 
no man reason to despise his youth, here 
he is told to behave with modesty be- 
coming to a young man in relation to 
older people. 

“Entreat as brethren,” not lording it 
over anyone. “With all purity,” en- 
couraging wholesome standards among 
“elder women, mothers (and) sisters.” 
Right attitudes toward widows, neph- 
ews, parents and others are explained. 
The whole field of personal relation- 
ships is covered. 


Throughout Paul’s writings, includ- 
ing this letter to Timothy, a premium 
is placed upon stamina. He wished the 
people of the Church to remain fixed 
in purpose, firmly anchored, not given 
to doctrinal confusion. “Fight the good 
fight,” he says, with the firmness of a 
warrior. 


Paul knew about national games, 
which recurred at stated seasons in Cor- 
inth and other places. This explains the 
allusion in I Timothy 6:12. “Lay hold 
on eternal life.” The winner of a con- 
test laid hold on, took possession of, 
the crown or garland awarded for 
achievement. Eternal life is correctly 
portrayed as the greatest of all prizes. 


The games were attended by great 
audiences. In like manner the race of 
the believer is observed by many wit- 
nesses. “Fight the good fight of faith, 
lay hold on eternal life, whereunto thou 
art also called, and hast professed a 
good profession before many witnes- 


ses.” 
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“O Timothy,” a tender personal ap- 
peal. “Keep that which is committed to 
thy trust,” the eternal truths placed on 
deposit with you (and all others who 
bear the Name of Christ). “Avoiding 
profane and vain babblings, and op- 
positions of science falsely so called,” 
empty words, an absence of moral fruit, 
philosophies which fail to square with 
the foundation principles of the holy 
Christian Faith. 


Avoid these things. Stay by the eter- 
nal certainties of the Gospel. Be found 
at your post of duty. 


“Now unto the King eternal, immor- 
tal, invisible, the only wise God, be hon- 
our and glory for ever and ever. Amen.” 
I Timothy 1:17. 


| SACRAMENTUM | 


AUL WROTE to the Romans about 

presenting their bodies “living sacri- 
fices” and described it as a “reasonable 
service.” The word we translate “sacri- 
fice” is derived from the Latin term, 
“Sacramentum” and refers to a custom 
observed by the Romans during their 
war with the Spartans. 


The king sat in the sacramentum. On 
such occasions, Roman legions would 
march before the ruler and take the oath 
of allegiance. Raising the right hand, 
every man would swear to conquer the 
enemy or die on the field of battle. 


After completing this ceremony, they 
were dead to themselves, but alive to 
Rome — ready to be presented as “liv- 
ing sacrifices.” 


Would the Great and Almighty God 
ask less? If He did, human beings 
would be justified in losing respect for 
Him. He demands our best. 


Millions of Church members should 
either become Christian in heart and 
service, or stop using the name in vain. 
God’s call is for heroic living, heroic 
giving, heroic serving. 

The door of the crucifixion of self 
leads into the hall of fame, honor and 
immortality. Jesus said: “For whosoev- 
er will save his life shall lose it; but 
whosoever shall lose his life for my 
sake and the gospel’s, the same shall 
save it.” 
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The road to the crown leads through 
the sacramentum. Jesus Himself went 
that way bearing the Cross — then to 
death and Joseph’s tomb. But this was 
the road to His Father.

Each life is tested by its answer to the 
question first asked in the world’s begin- 
ning—“Am I my brother’s keeper?”

‘Twas such a little 
span of years in such a far-off lonely 
little land. 


He was born in a village stable. No 
birth could be lowlier, hence none need 
despair because of lowly birth.

None, therefore, need 
despair for lack of schooling. No wife, 
no child—He showed each lonely heart 
its deepest need. 


For thirty years, near the village of 
His birth, He grew and learned His 
simple trade, shaping the native wood 
to serve the wants of home and craft. 


Three years He wandered, teaching, 
shaping the native hearts to service of 
truth and love. He was never more than 
a few hundred miles from His birth- 
place. 


He held no earthly rank or office, 
wrote no book, no song; painted no pic- 
ture, builded no monument.

His native land was ruled by conquer- 
ors and foreign legions. While still in 
the flush of youth, people turned 
against this Man who strangely taught 
that evil can only be overcome by good. 


He was denied by His close friend, 
deserted by most, betrayed for thirty 
pieces of silver by one He had befriend- 


ed. 


One dark hour He knelt in the Gar- 
den, His hour of decision. 


He gave Himself over to His enemies, 
was tried and condemned in mockery, 
spat upon and lashed, nailed to a cross 
between two thieves. 


He died asking forgiveness for His 
persecutors while His executioners gam- 
bled for His only earthly possession — 


His robe. 
He was laid in a borrowed tomb. 


Nearly two thousand years have pas- 
sed and none has reigned or wrought, or 
served, or dreamed who has so touched 
and moulded human life. He is the ideal 
— the example — who has inspired the 
noblest and the humblest lives — the 
great unalterable, wholesome, growing 
influence in a world of blood and tears. 


He who was friendless would be 
Friend of all. Homeless, He dwells in 
countless homes. Books on His life fill 
libraries. His Gospels cover the earth. 
Song and music in His praise fill the 
heavens. Pictures, spires and monu- 
ments proclaim His influence. Scholars, 
illiterates, rich men, beggars, rulers and 
slaves ... all are measured by His life. 


The names of Pharaohs, Caesars, em- 
perors, and kings of all the ages that 
have come and gone are but ghosts upon 
a printed page. All their combined le- 
gions and military might are dust upon 
the land; their proud sea-borne arma- 
das rust upon an ocean floor. 


But this one solitary Life surpasses 
all in power. Its influence is the one re- 
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maining and sustaining hope of future 
years. 


In a Roman court nearly twenty cen- 
turies ago, Pontius Pilate asked of the 
multitude demanding the death of this 
young Galilean: 


“JT find no evil in Him. What shall I 
do with this Man?” 


Today each troubled heart must meet 
the challenge when the Pilate-within 
asks: 


“What shall I do?” 


TIME TO RIGHT A WRONG 
T THE INSTIGATION of various 


leftist groups and newspapers, in 
collaboration with New Deal govern- 
ment officials and radio commentators, 
some 30 American citizens were indict- 
ed and ruthlessly hounded for almost 
five years from 1942 to 1946. 


These citizens were charged with “se- 
dition” and with having conspired to- 
gether in the nation’s Capital to under- 
mine the morale of the people and arm- 
ed forces. What they were really guilty 
of, was being critics of the Roosevelt 
Administration. 


Some of the defendants were indicted 
three times and constantly harassed. Al- 
though the law calls for a trial to be 
held in the jurisdiction where the alleg- 
ed crime was committed, the defendants, 
most of them broke financially after 
long court proceedings, were hauled 
from their homes in various parts of the 
Country to Washington for trial. 


Obviously the government wanted 
them brought before a hand-picked jury 
in the Capital and was taking no chan- 
ces on trials being held in the victims’ 
home cities. Although some of the 30 
alleged “conspirators” were able to 
prove they had never been in Washing- 
ton, a farcical trial lasting over eight 
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months was finally conducted there in 


1944. 


Prior to that, several of the Roosevelt 
critics had languished in jail — though 
not convicted — and others were taken 
to Washington in chains and handcuffs 
like so many hardened criminals. 


The trial prosecutor, O. John Rogge, 
a special assistant Attorney General, 
has since been exposed as one of the 
Country’s leading Red-fronters and at- 
torney for some of the recently-convicted 
Communist spies. The trial Judge, him- 
self was a Roosevelt-appointee who had 
said, while in Congress, “I am proud 
to be called a ‘rubber stamp’ for Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt.” 


Even with such an advantage as this, 
nothing was proven, the trial bogged 
down. Washington papers ridiculed it as 
a “judicial farce” and the Judge finally 
died, resulting in a mistrial. 


Two years later in 1946 with the de- 
fendants still demanding either to be 
tried again or the indictments dropped, 
Rogge tacitly admitted before Chief 
Justice Laws in United States District 
Court that he had no case and probably 
never had had one. He was soundly re- 
buked, the Justice Department castigat- 
ed for instituting such proceedings, and 
the case dismissed, the Judge terming 
it “a travesty upon justice.” 


The Congressional Un-American Ac- 
tivities Committee in its report describ- 
ed the case as “the abominable so-called 
Sedition Trial” and declared that Com- 
munists inside and outside the govern- 
ment had initiated the whole mess, 
charging others with the crimes they 
themselves were guilty of, as Lenin had 
advised them to do. 


A “Nazi” flavor was given the pro- 
ceedings by the prosecution in cleverly 
indicting several pro-Germans and as- 
sociating their names with the other de- 
fendants in such a way as to make it ap- 
pear a “conspiracy” existed. This was 
never proven nor was even the slightest 
evidence introduced. 


In any event, the courts — and war- 
time courts at that — found in favor of 


the defense and all of the government’s 
power could not change the verdict. 
The unfortunate part about this, is 
that to this day none of the victims of 
this black mark on American justice has 











ever been compensated or any attempts 
at restitution made by New Deal-con- 
trolled Congresses. 











It would seem that, along with other 
house cleaning in Washington, the pres- 
ent Congress should take some notice of 
this matter, vindicating the government 
for having been so used by unscrupu- 
lous leftists.

TWO SEDITION CASES 
HE ABOVE editorial, explaining 


how innocent victims were falsely 
accused of sedition during the last war, 
will remind students of American his- 
tory that our Country has_ witnessed 
only two Sedition Cases — one in the 
latter part of the eighteenth century pro- 
moted by the Federalist Party, the other 
promoted by the New Deal Administra- 
tion. Both backfired on the promoters. 


John Adams was elected in 1797 after 
a hard-fought battle with Thomas Jef- 
ferson. They became bitter enemies. Jef- 
ferson defeated Adams in 1801. 


During the interim, in 1798, the Fed- 
eralists enacted a sedition law on the 
pretext of controlling pro-French senti- 
ment in the United States, but actually 
used it to harass, persecute and impris- 
on political opponents who had helped 
Jefferson in the previous election. 


They accused their victims of sup- 
porting France. A group of writers, 
speakers and editors, all favorable to 
Jefferson, were sent to prison. 


Juries were packed with Federalist 
sympathizers. Judges, controlled by 
prior political obligations, railroaded 
patriotic Americans to prison. Blinded 
by partisanship, they violated rules of 
evidence and even went so far as to for- 


bid juries to consider the truth of de- 
fendants’ writings as a defense. 


Federalist appointees presided over 
prisons to which writers were consigned, 
with the result that life was made un- 
bearable for them. Ten persons, all edi- 
tors and printers, were tried and con- 
victed. Many others were indicted but 
not tried. 


After Jefferson defeated Adams in 
their second contest, the old Sedition 
Act was repealed in 1801. The men who 
were prosecuted under it came to be re- 
garded as martyrs. Congress passed an 
act in 1840 refunding the fines and re- 
mitting for other costs incurred. It is 
significant that similar action has been 
proposed for those persecuted by the 
New Deal Administration. There ap- 
pears to be a precedent for the sugges- 
tion. 


THE JUDGE IN THE 
ROSENBERG CASE 


HE FOLLOWING significant editor- 

ial appeared in the February 16, 
1953 edition of the Washington Times- 
Herald: 


“The jury which heard the testimony 
for and against the Rosenbergs, Judge 
Irving Kaufman who imposed the death 
sentences, the judges who heard the ap- 
peal, and now President Eisenhower 
have all shown firmness in dealing with 
a terrible crime against the nation. 


“The people should not be led astray 
by Communist inspired attacks on our 
judicial processes. The Rosenbergs had 
a fair trial, a fact attested by the Court 
of Appeals and now by Mr. Eisenhower. 


“Nevertheless, the efforts to arouse 
the public on behalf of the Rosenbergs 
continue. One of the most effective ar- 
guments, though false, is heard so often 
that it is difficult to believe that it hasn’t 
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been planted deliberately. It is being 
said that Judge Kaufman imposed the 
death sentence because he was severely 
criticized for being helpful to Alger 
Hiss in his first trial. 

“The Judge, so the story goes, wished 
to prove to the world that he was no 
friend of Communists. 

“All that is wrong with this argument 
is that Judge Irving R. Kaufman who 
presided over the trial of the Rosen- 
bergs is not the Judge Samuel H. Kauf- 
man who _ presided at the first Hiss 
trial.” 




















This explanation brings to mind the 
scandalous exhibition from the bench 
that occurred during the Hiss case. Sam- 
uel Kaufman did everything in his pow- 
er to gain an acquittal for the defend- 
ant but succeeded only in getting a hung 
jury. His behavior was so disgraceful 

. and his bias so obvious, that talk of 
impeachment was at the time heard in 
the Congress. 


Public resentment reflected itself 
among certain newspaper men who 
broke the usual rule of withholding 
comment during the course of a trial, 
and charged the Judge with trying to 
threw the case. These writers dared 
brave judicial majesty and the threat of 
contempt of court. No action was taken 
against them for the obvious reason that 
the facts supported their charge. How 
the Hiss case came to be assigned to 
Kaufman in the first place still remains 
a mystery.

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Felix Frankfurter, who brought Hiss 
into the New Deal originally, appeared 
on the witness stand as a character wit- 
ness. When under cross examination, an 
effort was made to show that he had al- 
so located other pro-Communists in 
Washington from the Harvard Law 
School, Kaufman stopped the interroga- 
tion. 


Representative Charles E. Potter 
(now Senator from Michigan) explain- 
ed in a speech before the House that 
when President Truman announced 
Kaufman’s appointment to the bench, it 
was opposed by four prominent bar as- 
sociations ... the American Bar Associ- 
ation, the New York State Bar Associa- 
tion, the Association of the Bar of New 
York City, and the Federal Bar Associ- 
ation of New York, New Jersey, and 
Connecticut. 


Kaufman’s principal claim to New 
Deal fame, prior to being given the fed- 
eral judgeship, was his “service” as 
special counsel for the Federal Com- 
munications Commission — a branch of 
the federal government which was 
known in those days to be a nesting 
place for reds. 


Judge Samuel H. Kaufman and Judge 
Irving R. Kaufman are both of Jewish 
nationality but evidently different in 
character.

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The group, far from expecting a visit 
from their crucified and buried Leader, 
were terrified, thinking that they beheld 
a ghost. 


Jesus quieted their fears and showed 
them His hands and feet, with nail 
prints to identify Him as their crucified 
Master. Seeing that the disciples still 
doubted the reality of His bodily pres- 
ence, He called for something to eat, 
and they gave Him a piece of a broiled 
fish. 


We read that Thomas, for some rea- 
son, was not present on the evening of 
Easter Sunday. When the ten apostles 
said to him, “We have seen the Lord,” 
he replied, “Except I shall see in his 
hands the print of the nails, and put my 
finger into the print of the nails, and 
thrust my hand into his side, I will not 
believe.” 


Thomas was a realist, and felt sure 
that the body of Jesus, if actually 
brought to life, must retain visible evi- 
dence of the nails. He said in effect: 
“No amount of testimony from others 
can convince me that a dead man has 
come to life. I must see before I can be- 
lieve.” 





He doubted, that we might not doubt. 


A week later Jesus appeared to the 
group with Thomas present. After the 
salutation, “Peace be unto you,” He 
turned to the doubter and said, “Reach 
hither thy finger, and behold my hands; 
and reach hither thy hand, and thrust 
it into my side: and be not faithless, but 
believing,” Thomas reacted from doubt 
to sublime faith and exclaimed, “My 
Lord and my God,” being the first to 
acclaim Jesus as God after the resur- 
rection. 


Our Lord rebuking Thomas for his 
refusal to accept credible testimony, 
pronounced those happy who have not 
seen, and yet have believed. 


O friend, if you have never before ex- 
pressed your faith in the resurrection of 
the Saviour, do it just now where you 
are! Say in your heart, “Lord Jesus, I 
believe that Thou didst rise from the 
dead.” Then confess Him before men. 


I remind you of the words of Paul in 
Romans 10:9, “If thou shalt confess 
with thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and 
shalt believe in thine heart that God 
hath raised him from the dead, thou 
shalt be saved.” 


A deep conviction that Jesus conquer- 
ed death brings hope to our hearts that 
we, too, shall overcome death. 
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PERSONAL APPEARANCES 


In I Corinthians 15:7, Paul says, “Af- 
ter that, he was seen of James.” It is 
now commonly agreed that this was 
James the brother of our Lord and the 
author of the wonderfully practical 
Epistle that bears his name. 





After this interview with Jesus, James 
became a believer and could introduce 
himself as “James, a slave of God and 
of the Lord Jesus Christ.” He also won 
his brothers to faith in the high claims 
of Jesus, so that they were all present 
among the hundred and twenty on 
whom the Holy Spirit fell at Pentecost. 


Most of the appearances of Jesus 
were to individuals or to small groups 
— two, seven, ten — but once He ap- 
peared to an assembly of more than five 
hundred. This was probably the time 
when He gave the Great Commission of 
Matthew 28:18-20. The thrilling news 
of the resurrection was undoubtedly 
carried to all people, throughout the 
world who had come to believe on Je- 
sus. 


His followers began to proclaim ev- 
erywhere that their Lord died and rose 
again. He was a victorious Christ, alive 
forevermore. This message gave Chris- 
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tianity something that no other religion 
possessed and became a magnetic force 
to draw men to its banners. 


Some may wonder why Jesus did not 
show Himself to His enemies. Perhaps 
you are asking: “Why did He not ap- 
pear to Pilate or to Herod Antipas or 
Caiaphas? Why did He not appear to 
the assembled Sanhedrin and tell them 
of His victory over death?” 


My friend, do you for a moment ima- 
gine that a personal appearance of Je- 
sus to these men would have won them 
to faith in Him and to a transformed 
life? To each it might have seemed a 
nine day’s wonder, but they would not 
thereby have become followers of the 
lowly Saviour. Pilate would have re- 
mained a grafter, Herod a fox, and Cai- 
aphas a bigoted Pharisee. They would 
have found some way to justify their 
doubts and opposition. 


If Jesus had appeared before the San- 
hedrin, some rude officer would have 
been ready to strike Him with a rod or 
to spit in His face. He manifested Him- 
self only to those who had loved Him 
and who, fortified by the proofs that He 
had conquered death, would go forth to 
proclaim the glad message. 


Soon they could add that He ascend- 
ed to the right hand of the majesty on 
high, where all authority in heaven and 
on earth had been given Him. It meant 
everything to these friends of Jesus that 
He tarried forty days and taught them 
the Gospel that they were to preach. 


All they needed after the ministry of 
the forty days was the baptism of the 
Holy Spirit, which came ten days later. 
This equipped them both with the mes- 





sage and the power to bring it home to 
the consciences of men. From Pentecost 
on, the apostles gave their testimony of 
the resurrection of the Lord Jesus with 
miracle-working power. 


ONE OUTSTANDING EXCEPTION 


Our Lord made one exception in 
dealing with His enemies. He decided to 
capture the chief persecutor of His dis- 
ciples and make him an apostle. Saul 
of Tarsus could never forget Stephen’s 
death. However he charged it to fanatic- 
ism and resolved to destroy all who fol- 
lowed Jesus of Nazareth. 


At first he was conscientious, for he 
feared the Nazarene and His followers 
would destroy Judaism if the new sect 
were not wiped out. He was ruthless, 
hurling both men and women into pris- 
on and _ voting for the death penalty 
when a believer was put on trial before 
the Sanhedrin. 


But he could not explain their pa- 
tience and devotion to Jesus. He began 
to wonder if this movement might not 
be of God. Still he resolved to be con- 
sistent and carry on the warfare. He got 
letters to the Jewish authorities to im- 
prison all followers of Jesus in Damas- 
cus and bring them to trial. 


As he approached the city, something 
happened. Saul suddenly found himself 
fallen to the ground and looking up to 
heaven through a light brighter than the 
sun. A voice called out, “Saul, Saul, 
why persecutest thou me?” And he said, 
“Who art thou, Lord?” Then he heard 
the words, “I am Jesus whom thou per- 
secutest.” The brightness of the light 
blinded him for three days. 





to Revelation. 
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When Saul inquired, “What shall I 
do, Lord?” he was told to go into Da- 
mascus and await instructions. For three 
days he sat in darkness and neither ate 
nor drank. He was thinking, thinking, 
thinking. He was also praying. Surely 
he prayed for forgiveness for persecut- 
ing Jesus and His followers. He must 
have prayed for guidance. He was in 
darkness and probably prayed for re- 
storation of sight. 


One thing he now knew, that Jesus of 
Nazareth was alive and concerned about 
the suffering of His friends. Stephen 
had not been beside himself when he 
looked into heaven and saw Jesus alive. 
From then on, Saul could claim to be a 
witness for a living Saviour. No other 
New Testament writer has so much to 
say about the resurrection. 


My fellow Christians, let us take 
heart this Easter morning by reminding 
ourselves that death could not hold our 
Lord Jesus. Let us follow the example 
of Greek Orthodox Church members 
this morning and call to one another in 
joyous greeting, “He is risen!” “He is 
risen!” 


We worship a risen and reigning Sav- 
tour. Say it over and over until the glory 
of the message floods your soul, “He is 
risen!” “He is risen! !”

| SINS OF THE TONGUE

HE BIBLE has as much to say about 
lying and the sins of the tongue as 
about almost any other subject. James 
said, “The tongue is a fire, a world of 
iniquity: so is the tongue among our 
members, that it defileth the whole 
body, and setteth on fire the course of 
nature; and it is set on fire of hell.” 


One of the great problems among 
Christians is the sins of the tongue. If 
you can conquer your tongue, you can 
conquer self. If you can get victory over 
your tongue, you will have real and last- 
ing victory. But James warned, “For ev- 
ery kind of beasts, and of birds, and of 
serpents, and of things in the sea, is 
tamed, and hath been tamed of man- 
kind: But the tongue can no man tame; 
it is an unruly evil, full of deadly poi- 
son.” 


ANGER 


There are many manifestations of the 
sins of the tongue. Anger is one of them. 
While anger, or bad temper, is a sin of 
the spirit in its primary sense, it so often 
results in the loss of control of the ton- 
gue that it is considered a sin of the ton- 
gue. 


Anger has many varieties—indigna- 
tion, irritation, impatience, vexation, 
bitterness, exasperation, resentment, 
passion, temper, wrath, rage, fury—and 
they express themselves in all sorts of 
ill-tempered words ranging from the 
cold acid of sarcasm to the hot flame of 





fury. God condemns them all and says 
that they are sin in His sight. 


Every expression of anger, even the 
most noble form of indignation, is full 
of danger. Someone has said that if you 
are in the right, you need not lose your 
temper; if you are in the wrong, you 
cannot afford to. Angry words never im- 
proved any situation. 


The world’s wisest man declared that 
one who is slow to wrath demonstrates 
great understanding, but a quick-tem- 
pered man displays his own foolishness. 
The Bible says, “A soft answer turneth 
away wrath: but grievous words stir up 
anger.” It also says, “Wrath is cruel, 
and anger is outrageous.” 


Jesus said, “Whosoever is angry with 
his brother without a cause shall be in 
danger of the judgment: and whosoever 
shall say to his brother, Raca, shall be 
in danger of the council, but whosoever 
shall say, Thou fool, shall be in danger 
of hell fire.” Paul said, “Be ye angry, 
and sin not.” 


Many Christians excuse their bad 
temper in different ways. Some of the 
more carnal ones are actually somewhat 
proud of their uncontrolled spirit. I 
have heard that one of the most common 
excuses is to attribute bad temper to 
nerves, making an infirmity of a fault 
and a sin. It is far better to admit the 
sin, to repent, confess, and forsake it, 
and to make humble apology for it. The 
Bible teaches that God can give victory 
along the lines of greatest defeat. 
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PROFANITY 


Another common sin of the tongue is 
profanity. The third Commandment 
states: “Thou shalt not take the name 
of the Lord thy God in vain; for the 
Lord will not hold him guiltless that 
taketh His name in vain.” 


One of the nauseating things that is 
prevalent throughout America today is 
swearing, cursing, and taking the name 
of God in vain. Many political leaders 
and men in high places are given to 
cursing and swearing. In college and 
university classrooms many professors 
are guilty of using the name of God in 
vain, setting a poor and terrible exam- 
ple for the student whom they are trying 
to teach. 


Jesus says that we should not swear 
at all, “neither by heaven; for it is 
God’s throne: Nor by the earth; for it 
is His footstool: neither by Jerusalem; 
for it is the city of the great King.” Nor 
should you swear by your head, for you 
cannot make one hair white or black. 
Let what you say be simply “yes” or 
“no.” Anything more than this comes 
from the Devil, Jesus tells us. 


Many people swear to shock people, 
to be mean, to hide an inferiority com- 
plex, or just to show off. But the Scrip- 
ture says, “Let no corrupt communica- 
tion proceed out of your mouth, but that 
which is good to the use of edifying, that 
it may minister grace unto the hearers.” 


The Bible teaches that the man who 
can control his tongue can control his 
whole personality. If you cannot control 
your tongue in this matter of swearing, 
according to the Bible, you are in bond- 
age, and it is a sin for which God will 
not hold you guiltless. The English lan- 
guage has one of the richest vocabular- 
ies in the world, yet some verbal crip- 
ples have to hobble along with question- 
able crutch words that send them to hell. 


LYING 


Another prevalent sin of the tongue 
that is the root of many of our troubles 
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is the sin of lying. The Ten Command- 
ments condemn false witness, and the 
Lord told Moses and the children of 
Israel directly not to lie to one another. 
The Apostle Paul echoes the same word 
when he says, “Do not lie one to anoth- 
r.” The Bible condemns lying as one of 
the worst sins. It classes lying with mur- 
der and adultery. 


How many lies have been told in the 
recent political campaigns that God will 
hold politicians responsibile for at the 
Judgment Seat of God! In order to win 
votes and influence delegates, politic- 
ians have made promises that they never 
intended to keep. May God have mercy 
upon us! How can we clean up Ameri- 
ca with all the lying that is going on? 


But this lying is not relegated to the 
realm of politics alone. It is in the 
realm of business and social inter- 
course. How many people I have heard 
tell each other, without a blush, of the 
lies that they have told for their own 
advantage! 


Some Christians are guilty of lying. 
Some people will make an effort not to 
tell a lie, but if circumstances prove em- 
barrassing, will not hesitate to lie their 
way out of a difficulty and consider it 
the lesser of two evils—the other evil, in 
their opinion, being the consequences of 
admitting the truth. Tie Christian is 
told to avoid lying and to despise and 
distrust those who practice it. 


People have asked me in our cam- 
paigns what a lie really is. A lie is any 
species of designed deception. If the 
deception is not designed, it is not ly- 





ing; but if you design to make an im- 
pression contrary to truth, you lie. How 
innumerable are the falsehoods perpe- 
trated every day in business and in so- 
cial relationships by words, looks, and 
actions designed to make an impression 
on others for selfish reasons that are 
contrary to the truth! 


If you are guilty of lying, I pray that 
you will confess it and turn from it to- 
day. The Bible warns that “A false wit- 
ness shall not be unpunished, and he 
that speaketh lies shall not escape.” 


Jesus said, “Out of the heart proceed 
evil thoughts, murderers, adulteries, 
fornications, thefts, false witness, blas- 
phemies: These are the things which de- 
file a man.” In other words, Jesus put 
lying with all these other terrible sins. 


CRITICISM 


Another sin of the tongue that is prev- 
alent among Christians is the sin of crit- 
icism — going around and pulling the 
motes out of our brother’s eyes, when 
we have beams in our own. Jesus said, 
Judge not, that ye be not judged. For 
with what judgment ye judge, ye shall 
be judged and with what measure ye 
mete, it shall be measured to you 
again.” (Matthew 7: 1,2) 


He also said, “Thou hypocrite, first 
cast out the beam out of thine own eye; 
and then shalt thou see clearly to cast 
out the mote out of thy brother’s eye.” 
This advice from Christ does not mean 
that we should condone evil, but that 
we should deal with wrongdoing in our 
own lives first. 
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I have seen Christians who would not 
dare do certain worldly things; yet they 
are filled with pride, gossiping, malice, 
and sins of the spirit that are considered 
far more worldly and sinful in God’s 
sight than some of these outward things. 
Worldliness is anything that comes be- 
tween the Christian and God. 


FOUL TALKING 


The Bible says, “Do all things with- 
out grumbling or questioning.” The 
only cure that I have ever found for 
grumbling is to pray without ceasing. 


Another sin of the tongue is foul talk- 
ing. The Bible says, “Let no evil talk 
come out of your mouths.” “Let there 
be no filthiness in your talk.” Dirty stor- 
ies and off-color jokes should be avoid- 
ed like a plague by the Christian. 


VICTORY OVER THE TONGUE 


The problems of the world could be 
solved overnight if mankind could get 
victory over the tongue. Suppose there 
were no anger, suppose there were no 
profanity, suppose there were no lying, 
suppose there were no criticism, without 
cause, suppose no one were grumbling 
or complaining, suppose there were no 
filthy and dirty talk—what a different 
world this would be! 


James says, “For where envying and 
strife is, there is confusion and every 
evil work. But the wisdom that is from 
above is first pure, then peaceable, gen- 
tle, and easy to be intreated, full of mer- 
cy and good fruits, without partiality, 
and without hypocrisy. And the fruit 
of righteousness is sown in peace of 
them that make peace.” 


If you are guilty of these sins, I pray 
that you will come before the Cross of 
Christ, confess them, forsake them, and 
ask for forgiveness. “The blood of Jesus 
Christ his Son cleanseth us from all 
sin.” “If we confess our sins, he is faith- 
ful and just to forgive us our sins, and 
to cleanse us from all unrighteousness.” 
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THE POPE AND THE ROSENBERGS

The Defender has no knowledge of a 
deal at international levels, but this does 
not preclude deductions. Catholic sourc- 
es say that the Pope’s effort to help the 
condemned spies was “an act of mer- 
cy” and point to similar actions else- 
where as precedents. In 1949 he was 
credited with blocking the execution of 
two labor leaders in Spain who were 





under death sentences for conspiracy 
and sabotage. 


Resentment over his gesture on be- 
half of the Rosenbergs resulted from 
the nature of their crime, and the fact 
that both the President and the courts 
of the United States had spoken offic- 
ially before the Vatican announcement 
was made. But no single act on either 
side should be allowed to negate or ob- 
scure the sound principle enunciated in 
the “Protestantism and Catholicism” 
(price 25 cents) treatise which says: 


“A factual situation exists. Facts are 
stubborn and cannot be avoided. Differ- 
ences will always exist between Protest- 
ants and Catholics. A wide doctrinal 
gap separates the two systems. It hap- 
pens, however, that they will have to 
continue living side by side. Why 
should they make themselves miser- 
able? ... 


“Enemies of Christ are aware that if 
the professed Christians of America 
ever adopt an intelligent policy of (1) 
agreeing to disagree on doctrinal mat- 
ters while (2) standing together against 
the powers of anti-Christ, Communism 
will be dealt a stunning blow.” 


The attitude of the Seminarian, study- 
ing for the Paulist priesthood, who end- 
ed a lengthy letter to Dr. Winrod on 
December 4, 1952 with the following 
paragraph ... is shared by a large num- 
ber of Catholic priests and laymen: 


“ T can truly say that I believe your 
pamphlet to have been motivated by ‘an 
honest effort to assay a difficult prob- 
lem.’

A native congregation has been estab- 
lished there under the leadership of Pas- 
tor Julio Diaz. Great poverty exists in 
the Sabana Seca area, which makes fi- 
nancial support from the outside neces- 
sary, if the community is to enjoy the 
advantages of the Gospel. 


This worship-center operates under 
the Defender Chapel Plan, whereby a 
supporter in the United States contri- 
butes $20.00 a month to make a Chapel- 
Church possible. The prayer-partner 
and contributor for Sabana Seca is a 
Christian layman in Chugwater, Wyom- 
ing. 

(When a person assumes the support 
of a Chapel, he is sent pictures of his 
Pastor and the place where meetings are 
held. He also receives regular monthly 
reports on the progress of the work ... 
with signed receipts from the field show- 
ing that the contributions are safely de- 
livered. ) 

The Chapel Plan for establishing in- 
digenous Churches, under trained native 
leadership, is geared to the New Testa- 
ment ideal of missionary evangel- 














Like so many other Defender Chapels 
and Churches in the West Indies, there 
is a sense in which the one at Sabana 
Seca is a product of the Seminary. Mem- 
bers of the struggling congregation are 
now facing a problem, to them exceed- 
ingly serious, which they wish to share 
with the Defender Family ... 


Almost four years have elapsed, since 
they started working on the building 
shown in the accompanying picture. It is 
the kind of a project that a normal con- 
struction crew, in the United States, 
would finish in a month. 


The fact that the task has advanced 
to its present stage, is a testimony to 
the patience and resourcefulness of the 
native group. As with the Churches of 
ancient Macedonia, the Sabana Seca 
group has gone forward in “deep pover- 
ty.” (II Corinthians 8:2) 


The undertaking has now _ bogged 
down. Many difficulties and discourage- 
ments have been encountered. Ever y 
piece of available building material has 
been salvaged and put to use. Members 
feel that they have completely exhaust- 
ed their resources. Funds are simply not 
available in the community. Wichita 
Headquarters has found it possible to 
give only a modest amount of assistance. 


“We have come to the end of our rope 





and must plead for help,” says Pastor 
Diaz. “We are laying on the roadside 
wounded and bruised, hoping that a 
good Samaritan will come to our res- 
cue.” 


The Sabana Seca Chapel-church is, in 
the truest sense, a missionary Gospel 
Center — devoted to soul winning, 
Bible teaching and spiritual instruction. 
It has come to wield a wholesome and 
benign influence upon the entire local- 
ity. Here a bright light shines in an area 
of moral and spiritual darkness. 


Services are held every night. A total 
of 32 meetings were held last month, 
with an average attendance of approxi- 
mately 100, at which there were eight 
definite acceptances of Christ. The 
Sunday School enrollment is slightly 
above 80, but the attendance averages 
more. 


The land on which the building is be- 
ing erected was given to the Defenders 
organization. Pastor Diaz is especially 
anxious to get the outside finished. Plas- 
tering, fixtures, the floor and religious 
decorations for the inside can wait until 
later. Rough benches, now in use, serve 
very well for seating purposes. 


The exterior can be completed for 
$1,025.00, including the remain- 
ing number of building blocks needed, 
cement, windows, doors, painting 
and a small amount of lumber. 





ism. Paul’s method was to conduct 
a preaching campaign, then gath- 
er the resulting converts into a fel- 
lowship, whom he further instruc- 
ted in the truths of the Gospel. 
Groups thus established develop- 
ed into Churches. 


For more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury, the missionary program of the 
Defenders of the Christian Faith 
has operated according to this prin- 
ciple. Puerto Rico became a labor- 
atory for the methods employed, 
with the result that a strong native 
Church now exists in that part of 
the world. The development of in- 
digenous missions requires the 
use of trained native leaders. Re- 
cognition of this need brought the 
Defenders Theological Seminary 
into existence. 





Members of the congregation can 
furnish practically all the labor. 


Let missionary-minded Defend- 
er readers think of this as a chal- 
lenge and an opportunity to help 
carry the Gospel to others!

BOOK REVIEWS 








THE PASSION STORY 


Rev. Wilhelm F. Besser ... 
Augsburg Publishing House, 
330 pages, cloth binding. price 
$3.75. 











HIS tremendously 
gripping book 
opens with the story 
of Mary anointing Je- 
sus for burial, and 
climaxes with the Res- 
urrection. Bracketed 
between these two 
events, the reader is 
taken along the entire agonizing route 
from Judas’ betrayal, through the Gar- 
den, the Sanhedrin, Peter’s denial, Pi- 
late’s decision and the last three hours 
on the Cross. 


It happens that a wealth of material, 
on the Passion Story, has been denied 
American Christians because written in 
language other than English. This book, 
a translation of a famous German 
classic, removes the handicap and 
makes accessible one of the most valued 
treatises on the subject ever penned. 


Written about 1847 it has passed 
through several German editions, and 
translations into other languages, in- 
cluding Norwegian. Each of the 21 
chapters contains a separate message, 
adapted especially for the guidance of 
those who observe the Lenten season. 





Rev. J. Melvin Moe, the translator, 
explains how the task was handled: 


“This translation of Die Leidens- 
geschichte was begun more than twenty 
years ago, mainly as part of my prep- 
aration of midweek Lenten sermons. At 
the suggestion of my friend, Pastor 
R. A. Ofstedal, who loaned me an old 
tattered copy of a Norwegian transla- 
tion published a few years after the 
appearance of Besser’s first edition, I 
undertook to translate this work.” 


The Norwegian translation was found 
unsatisfactory. A German edition was 
later obtained from which the present 
English printing was produced. 

It proved to be a herculean under- 


taking which absorbed all of Mr. Moe’s 





spare time over a period of years ... 
translating, checking, double checking, 
transferring delicate shades of mean- 
ing from one language into another, 
changing words into vehicles for con- 
veying eternal truths. 


The finished product is a masterpiece. 
Readers will be conscious of a debt of 
gratitude to both translator and pub- 
lisher. 














SCIENCE SPEAKS 


Professor Peter W. Stoner...

LIKE ALL Van Kampen productions, 

this book is well done and manu- 
factured according to the most technical 
typographical standards. In_ physical 
appearance, it is something to be dis- 
played with pride on desk or library 
table. 


Professor Stoner is a faculty member 
of Pasadena City College ... and chair- 
man of the departments of Mathematics 
and Astronomy of that institution. 


He has a knack for clothing scientific 
fact in simple language that anyone can 
grasp and understand. Young people of 
high school and college age stand to 
benefit especially from reading 
“Science Speaks.” 


The first and second sections deal 
with the Scientific and Prophetic Ac- 
curacy of the Scriptures. Section three 
bears the title, “The Christ of Pro- 
phecy,” while the closing pages are re- 
served for “Conclusions.” 
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The primary purpose of the treatise 
is to show that harmony exists between 
the facts of Science and the teaching of 
Scripture ... admitting discord between 
the theories of scientists and the private 
interpretations of religionists. 


The first chapter of Genesis and the 
findings of modern science are com- 
pared side by side, for the purpose of 
demonstrating the accuracy of the Bib- 
lical account of creation. Thirteen cre- 
ative events are listed from the first 
chapter of Genesis, starting with “In 
the beginning God created the heaven 
and the earth,” and ending with, “God 
created man in his own image.” 


Each of the 13 steps are considered 
in the light of latest scientific know- 
ledge. According to Professor Stoner, 
science is just now catching up with 
Genesis. He says: 


“A generation ago there were serious 
discrepancies between the first chapter 
of Genesis and the findings of science, 
and especially was this true of astron- 
omy. The attack of the critic came pri- 
marily through the sciences, and the 
faith of many young people was 
wrecked because they thought the Bible 
was in error and, therefore, could no 
longer be trusted. 


“During the last generation, tremend- 
ous advances in the science has taken 
place. One by one the items of conflict 
between science and the Genesis account 
have been harmonized.” 


At first glance, one might wonder how 
a discussion on the “Prophetic Accur- 
acy of Scripture” could be fitted into a 
book of this kind on science ... but the 
text fully justifies the approach. 


This section brings into focus a large 
number of Old Testament prophecies, 
and shows one by one, how they have 
reached fulfillment. Thereupon, the Au- 
thor uses mathematics to demonstrate, 
by the principles of probability, the in- 
fallible source of inspiration from 
which they emerged. 


Professor Stoner is both a scientist 
and a reverent believer. He has written 
an extraordinary book which Bible-be- 
lieving Christians will do well to read 
and circulate.

This book is fourth 
in the series. The other titles are: “Fu- 
neral Sermons and Outlines,” “Sermons 
and Outlines on the Lord’s Supper,” 
“Sermons and Outlines for Special 
Occasions,” and “Sermons and Outlines 
on the Seven Sayings.” 


This one is a source book which users 
will find replete with “pertinent texts, 
apt quotations, relevant maxims, classic 
proverbs, choice sayings, illustrative 
anecdotes, and quotable poetry.” Selec- 
tions are grouped under such headings 

s “Ability, Abstinence, Action, Adver- 
sity, Advice, Affliction ... Generosity, 
= God, Grace, Gratitude” and the 
ike. 


A few of the great leaders whose 
works have been drawn upon are Cow- 
per, Wesley, Bunyan, Moody, Beecher, 
Bonar and Spurgeon. The book also 
introduces items equally pertinent and 
inspiring from lesser known Christian 
writers and speakers. Choice morsels 
from secular writers are also scattered 
through the Outlines. 


Opening the book at random, page 
55, the reader’s eye falls upon the word 
“Habit,” listed under the letter “H” ... 
which illustrates the method used for 
treating scores of subjects:

RESPONSIBILITIES 
BEFORE GOD 


Matthew 25:14-46 











EMORY TEXT: “Verily I say unto 
you, Inasmuch as ye have done it 
unto one of the least of these my breth- 


ren, ye have done it unto me.” Matthew 
25:40. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “BRETHREN.” 


The lesson for today is in two parts: 
The Parable of the Talents (Matthew 
25:14-30) ... and the Judgment of the 
Nations (Matthew 25:31-46). An under- 
lying principle connects the two, name- 
ly, man’s moral responsibility and ac- 
countability to God. 


Responsibility for the use of our tal- 
ents is prominent in the first. Accounta- 
bility for our behavior toward others 
is prominent in the second. 


A. The Parable leads us to look at 
human talents in two aspects: (1) As 
variously distributed and (2) As vari- 
ously employed. 

Talents are free gifts from the Master. 
He “delivered unto them his goods.” He 
gave unsolicited, uninfluenced accord- 
ing to his own absolute sovereignty and 
good pleasure. This being the case, the 
man of the greatest talent, had no cause 
for self-boasting. The man _ with the 
least, need have no cause for self-re- 
proach. 


The talents were given in trust. The 
giver still retained a claim upon them, 
while the receiver served as steward or 
trustee. Men are responsibilie agents. 
Finally, the talents were to be employ- 
ed, put to use, not laid away. We are 
responsible, in this life, to produce as 
much good as possible. 


Variety of distribution must be re- 
solved into the sovereignty of God; var- 
iety of employment into the sovereignty 
of man. Rewards result from right em- 
ployment and these include divine com- 
mendation, “Well done.” And divine 
joy, “Enter into the joy of the Lord.” 


B. Christ’s brethren of today’s text, 
are prophecied to play a prominent part 


in the coming Judgment of the Nations. 
The attitude of a nation toward these 
people determines its destiny. Because 
of their important position, it is natur- 
al to ask, “Who are Christ’s brethren 
and what is the determining factor that 
separates the rightist nations from the 
leftist nations?” 


The Master answered this question in 
the twelfth chapter of Matthew’s Gospel 
after denouncing His Jewish enemies as 
a generation of vipers: “Who are my 
brethren? ... Whosoever shall do the 
will of my Father which is in heaven, 
the same is my brother, and sister, and 
mother.” Matthew 12:50. 


Only His loyal followers, twice born, 
spiritually minded, separated Christian 
believers can qualify for this unique 
position. The attitude of a nation to- 
ward Christ’s persecuted saints, will de- 
termine its position on the right or left 
in the Judgment that officially closes 
the present age. By this test the leftist 
(goat) nations have already sacrificed 
hopes of avoiding the penalty of the 
passage. The leftist political philosophy 
is one of hate for Christ, His followers 
and the Church He came to establish. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS MATTHEW 
25:33. 


“And he shall set the sheep on his 
right hand, but the goats on the left.” 


The Judgment of the Nations opens 
a large field of reflection and medita- 
tion. We see Jesus as God in His majes- 
ty, as King upon His throne, as Judge 
on His tribunal, and as Shepherd among 
the flock of nations at the time of His 
return. The first coming was in humilia- 
tion. The second will be in glory. 
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The 1953 Special Deluxe Barlow Fin- 
ger Pressure Truss is out and proves 
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binding. 
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The heavens will rend and “the Son 
of man shall come.” “The holy angels 
with him.” What a retinue! “And before 
him shall be gathered all nations.” It 
will not be a momentary appearance. 
No hiding then; no escaping, no resist- 
ing, no refusing. 


“As a shepherd divideth his sheep 
from the goats.” A perfect and final sep- 
aration! The sheep are set on the right 
hand, the place of honor, power, acquit- 
tal, favor. The goats on the left, for 
shame and condemnation. 


“This is a picture of the initial pro- 
cess of the new administration of earth’s 
affairs, a picture of the King enthroned, 
laying His pierced hand upon the 
world’s affairs, and bringing them to 
finality, as He moves toward the estab- 
lishment of the Kingdom of God in this 
world.” —G. Campbell Morgan. 


The Moscow newspaper Izvestia, quot- 
ed Lunacharsky, Soviet minister of edu- 
cation, as stating Russia’s official atti- 
tude toward Christianity as follows: 
“We hate Christianity and the Christ- 
ians. Even the best of them must be re- 
garded as our worst enemies ... What 
we want is hatred. We must know how 
to hate for only thus shall we conquer 
the world.” 


Leftist nations, who persecute Christ’s 
followers, are inviting Apocalyptic 
judgments, “Vengeance is mine; I will 


repay, saith the Lord.” Romans 12:19. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: CHRIST IS 
PLEASED TO IDENTIFY HIMSELF 
WITH THE HUMBLEST OF HIS FOL- 
LOWERS. 


It is a comforting and _ reassuring 
thought that the Lord of glory willingly 
associates Himself with humble, un- 
wanted, persecuted people who wear His 
badge. If they belong to Him, He loves 
them regardless of their station in life 
and position in society. 


Men look on outward appearances 
and cultivate those who enjoy social 
prestige, financial standing and places 
of preferment. But the divine Saviour 
and coming King is pleased to identify 
Himself with the thirsty, the strangers, 
the naked, the sick and those in prison. 
And, after all, these people (His lowly 
followers, so often looked down upon) 
comprise the real aristocrisy of the 
world. 
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LESSON NUMBER TWO 





March 22, 1953 
FACING CALVARY 
Matthew, Chapter 26 











EMORY TEXT: “I lay down my 

life, that I might take it again. No 
man taketh it away from me, but I lay 
it down of myself.” John 10:17-18. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “ME.” 


Today’s lesson covers the closing 
events of our Lord’s earth life leading 
up to the tragedy of Golgotha — His 
preparation for burial by Mary, the con- 
sultation of Jewish authorities as to the 
best means for putting Him to death, ob- 
servance of the last Passover, inaugur- 
ation of the Christian communion table, 
betrayed by Judas Iscariot, condemna- 
tion before the Sanhedrin and denial on 
the part of Peter. 


Bethany was a small village, but it 
had a distinguished citizen, a man nam- 
ed Lazarus, who was resurrected from 
the dead. He had two sisters, Mary and 
Martha. The Master retired to Bethany 
each night during Holy Week. Simon 
the leper (whom the Lord had undoubt- 
edly healed) was the host for a meal at- 
tended by the Christ, the twelve and a 
few friends. The incident for which the 
gathering became famous was one of 
true Christian Excellence. 


Mary broke an alabaster box of “very 
precious ointment, and poured it on His 
head.” The room was filled with per- 
fume, and the costly substance ran 
down, completely covering the Lord’s 
body. John says, she “wiped his feet 
with her hair.” Mary understood what 
none of the rest seemed to fully grasp, 
that He was actually to die and be bur- 
ied. Her act connects with Psalms 23:5. 


Let four things be noted: (1) Chris- 
tian Excellence was devotionally em- 
ployed. There could have been no high- 
er devotion of the soul. The product cost 
the equivalent to fifty-one American 
dollars, an enormous sum for those 
days. (2) Christian Excellence was un- 
justly censured. John quotes Judas as 
leading the criticism, condemning the 
act as extravagance and waste. Observe 
here a hypocritical benevolence, cove- 
tousness, cloaked as charity. Did Judas 
really care for the poor? John says No. 
(John 12:6) Charity is acceptable to 
Christ only when rooted in sincerity. 


(3) Christian Excellence was divine- 
ly vindicated. “She hath wrought a good 
work upon me.” It was not the value of 
the ointment or the aroma which made 





the work “good,” but the devotion that 
motivated the deed. (4) Christian Ex- 
cellence was immortally honored. 
Wherever the Gospel is preached “in the 
whole world,” what “this woman hath 
done shall be told as a memorial for 
her.” This prophecy has been fulfilled. 
Monuments of brass, granite and mar- 
ble raised to the memory of men shall 
decay, but monuments resulting from 
deeds of Christian Excellence stand for- 
ever. 


The word, “me” runs through this 
lesson like a golden thread. Facing Cal- 
vary, Jesus saw the necessity of fixing 
full attention upon Himself. The hour 
designated in the eternal counsels of the 
Godhead had come for the supreme sac- 
rifice known to mankind, and use of the 
personal pronoun was therefore inevit- 
able. “She hath wrought a good work 
upon me.” 

“One of you shall betray me.” “All 
ye shall be offended because of me.” 
“Thou shalt deny me thrice.” “O my 
Father, if it be possible, let this cup 
pass from me.” “He is at hand that doth 
betray me.” “Are you come out with 
swords and staves for to take me?” 
“Thinkest thou that I cannot now pray 
to my Father, and he shall presently 
give me more than twelve legions of 
angels?” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS MATTHEW 
26:64. 


“Hereafter shall ye see the Son of 
man sitting on the right hand of power, 
and coming in the clouds of heaven.” 


This verse completely overshadows 
all others in the chapter because it an- 
ticipates the eventual and _ inevitable 
triumph of Christ above all enemies and 
obstacles — a triumph to be shared by 
His followers of every age. All’s well 
that ends well! 

Gethsemane was past, with its rup- 
tured heart and consequent loss of 
blocd, thereby weakening Him physical- 
ly for the ordeal ahead. His ranks had 
been breached and prestige jeopardiz- 
ed by a traitorous act on the part of one 
of His own number. “Then all the dis- 
ciples forsoek him, and fled.” Jewish 
leaders had framed Him in the courts. 
Peter had denied Him. From all visible 
appearances, His cause was completely 
lost. 

He chose this occasion to announce 
His certain and ultimate victory. God’s 
program was only being interrupted, 
not thwarted. The interruption had to 
come but this provided no justification 
for those responsible. “The Son of man 
goeth as it is written of him: but woe 
unto that man by whom the Son of man 
is betrayed.” The wrath of man would 
be made to eventually praise God, ac- 
cording to Psalm 76:10. 
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(3) THE KEY FACT: CHRIST WAS 
PREPARING TO SHED HIS BLOOD 
FOR “THE REMISSION OF SINS.” 


Christ was in the process of institut- 
ing the Lord’s Supper when He said: 
“For this is my blood of the new testa- 
ment, which is shed for many for the re- 
mission of sins.” 


The Greek word translated “remis- 
sion” is elsewhere rendered “forgive- 
ness.” (Acts 10:43; Hebrews 9:22) It 
means to send off, or away. And this, 
throughout Scripture, is the fundamen- 
tal meaning of forgiveness —to separ- 
ate the sin from the sinner. 


The divine Saviour faced Calvary 
with the full knowledge that His death 
was essential to the solution of the great- 
est of all problems, namely, the sin 
problem. Only on these grounds, does 
the suffering of an utterly sinless Man 
make sense. He came to earth for the 
sole purpose of dying. He was born to 
die!

THE TRAGEDY OF GOLGOTHA 
Matthew, Chapter 27 











MEMorY TEXT: “God commendeth 
his own love toward us, in that, 
while we were yet sinners, Christ died 
for us.” Romans 5:8. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES. 
SON IS “GOLGOTHA.” 


The fifteen steps in the order of 
events at the Crucifixion are as follows: 


(1) The arrival at Golgotha — Mt. 
27:33; Mk. 15:22; Lk. 23:33; John 


19:17. 


(2) The offer of the stupefying drink 
refused — Mt. 27:34; Mk. 15:23. 


(3) Jesus is crucified between two 
thieves — Mt. 27:35-38; Mk. 15:24-28; 
Lk. 23:33-38; John 19:18-24. 


(4) He utters the first cry from the 
cross, “Father, forgive,” etc. — Lk. 23: 


34. 

(5) The soldiers part His garments 
— Mt. 27:35; Mk. 15:24; Lk. 23:34; 
John 19:23. 


(6) The Jews mock Jesus — Mt. 27: 
39-44; Mk. 15:29-32; Lk. 23:35-38. 


(7) The thieves rail on Him, but one 
repents and believes — Mt. 27:44; Mk. 
15:32; Lk. 23:39-43. 


(8) The second cry from the cross, 
“To-day shalt thou be with me,” etc. — 
Lk. 23:43. 


(9) The third cry, “Woman, behold 
thy son” — John 19:26,27. 


(10 The darkness — Mt. 27:45; Mk. 
15:33; Lk. 23:44. 


(11) The fourth cry, “My God,” etc. 
— Mt. 27:46, 47; Mk. 15:34-36. 


(12) The fifth cry, “I thirst” — John 
19:28. 
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(13) The sixth cry, “It is finished” — 
John 19:30. 


(14) The seventh cry, “Father, into 
thy hands,” etc. —Lk. 23:46. 


(15) Our Lord dismisses His spirit — 
Mt. 27:50; Mk. 15:37; Lk. 23:46; John 
19:30. 


The melancholy exit of Judas Iscar- 
iot, the false Apostle, takes the spot- 
light in today’s lesson. We see in his 
behavior, proof of our Lord’s innocence 
of every charge made against Him. Had 
incriminating evidence existed, he, a 
constant companion, would have been 
in position to give it. This would have 
to some extent justified his own conduct. 


Why did he not accompany the Jew- 
ish leaders to Pilate’s court and prove 
His former Master a malefactor? There 
is but one answer: the charges against 
the Son of God were utterly false. The 
absence of Judas Iscariot at the Lord’s 
trial, is one among many proofs that the 
Lamb of God was without blemish, a 


sinless man. 


The tragedy of the ages was enacted 
on a knoll outside the city of Jerusalem, 
described as “Golgotha, that is to say 
the place of a skull” — known in mo- 
dern times as Gordon’s Calvary. Be- 
neath the round top of the hill were in- 
dentions, resembling the eyes, nose and 
mouth of a skeleton’s head. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS MATTHEW 
27:46. 


“And about the ninth hour Jesus cried 
with a loud voice, saying, Eli, Eli, lama 
sabachtani? that is to say, My God, my 
God, why hast thou forsaken me?” 


This cry connects with the cup of last 
week’s lesson: “O my Father, if it be 
possible, let this cup pass from me; 
nevertheless not as I will, but as thou 
wilt.” 
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What was the cup that He knew to be 


approaching, something unspeakably 
terrible that caused Him to shrink? Was 
it the fact that He saw coming the be- 
trayal, the trial, the indignities, the 
false witnesses, the trudge up the hill 
dragging the heavy beam, and finally an 
agonizing death? The answer is No. 
There is a deeper, more tragic meaning 
involved in the symbolism of the cup. 


The record says that the eye of God 
is holy, so that He cannot behold sin. 
On Golgotha, Christ became man’s Sub- 
stitute and sin bearer, smitten with the 
leprosy of sin ... and this meant separ. 
ation from His Father. 


“For he hath made him to be sin for 
us, who knew no sin; that we might be 
made the righteousness of God in him.” 
II Corinthians 5:21. Our Lord went 
through Golgotha’s ordeal alone, separ- 
ated from both His friends on earth and 
His Father in heaven. And this was the 
cup! 


(3) THE KEY FACT: CHRIST DIED 
FOR US. 


How are men saved from their sins? 
By something they do? By commend- 
able moral conduct and good works? 
Have they anything to give in exchange 
for salvation? 


Quite the contrary — men are saved 
by Grace, unmerited Grace. They are 
saved, not by what they do, but by what 
has been done. Full and free salvation 
is potential in Calvary’s cry, “It is fin- 
ished.” 


“For by grace are ye saved through 
faith; and that not of yourselves: it is 
the gift of God.” Ephesians 2:8. 


Christ’s atonement is rooted in the 
love of God. “For God so loved the 
world that he gave.” This love found ex- 
pression in the Garden of Gethsemane, 
where inward emotion caused the physi- 
cal organ of Christ’s heart to collapse, 
thereby accounting scientifically for the 
bloody sweat that oozed through the 
pores of His body. And, had there been 
only one sinner in the world ... and had 
that sinner been you, He would have 
loved you that much! 
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LESSON NUMBER FOUR 





April 5, 1953 
THE RISEN CHRIST 
Matthew, Chapter 28 











EMORY TEXT: “I am the resurrec- 
tion, and the life.” John 11:25. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “RISEN.” 


Each of the four Gospels contain ac- 
counts of the resurrection of Christ — 
Matthew 28, Mark 16, Luke 24 and John 
20. Each account supplements the oth- 
ers and the complete story has produced 
a profound impact upon the world’s his- 
tory. 


And ‘no wonder: the human heart 
craves for something that will give as- 
surance of a life hereafter. Mortal man 
desires a firm foundation for his hope 
of immortality. These cravings cannot 
be satisfied by philosophical explana- 
tions. Neither do sentimental specula- 
tions suffice. 


The resurrection Gospel supplies 
tangible information. It proves that life 
beyond the tomb is a fact. Hence the 
Easter message has a universal appeal. 


“*And they departed quickly from the 
sepulchre with ... great joy.’ This Eas- 
ter joy was not a superficial or momen- 
tary reaction on the part of those early 
disciples. It was the fruit of faith and 
obedience: ‘Come, see the place where 
the Lord lay. And go quickly, and tell 
his disciples ... and they ... did run 
to bring his disciples word.’ (verses 6-8) 
Such faith and willing obedience leads 
to still greater and more blessed experi- 
ences: ‘Jesus met them’ (verse 9), and 
they heard His voice. 


“Have you met Him also, and heard 
Him say: ‘Be not afraid’ (verse 10). 
Jesus made an appointment with His 
disciples in Galilee. He invites you also 
to meet Him.” — H. Ellingen. 


It seems that our Lord’s disciples did 
not fully grasp the implications of His 
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repeated references to the resurrection. 
Despite advance notices, they were taken 
unawares. The two disciples, walking 
from Jerusalem to Emmaus, seemed dis- 
appointed, disheartened and disillusion- 


ed. 


Only a few hours before the event 
took place, He told them at the time of 
instituting the Lord’s Supper, “But af- 
ter I am risen again, I will go before 
you into Galilee.” 


The women who visited the sepulchre 
the first Easter morning, fancied their 
Lord as dead, but they should have 
known better. They went to perform the 
last service in their power. Mark 16:1- 
2; John 20:1. 


Their faith was partly gone, but de- 
votion remained. Jesus did not need 
anointing for He had “risen,” as previ- 
ously announced. This supernatural 
event had also been prophecied centur- 
ies in advance, in Psalm 16:10. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS MATTHEW 
28:16. 


“Then the eleven disciples went away 
into Galilee, into a mountain where Je- 
sus had appointed them.” 


Assuming that this verse and I Corin- 
thians 15:6 refer to the same incident, 
we must conclude that the meeting in 
Galilee was of the greatest importance, 
resulting from careful advance plan- 
ning and a sudden wave of expectancy 
among His followers. It was an alto- 
gether unique appointment. 


Jesus, before His passion, had told 
the disciples that He would meet them 
in Galilee. Matthew 26:32; Mark 14:28. 
The angel at the empty tomb had made 
the same announcement, saying: “Go 
quickly, and tell his disciples ... he go- 
eth before you into Galilee; there shall 
ye see him: lo, I have told you.” Mat- 
thew 28:7. “Tell his disciples he goeth 
before you into Galilee.” Mark 16:7. 
Thus the meeting on the mountain was 
announced. 





“Then the eleven diciples went away 
into Galilee, into a mountain where Je- 
sus had appointed them.” Mark 28:16. 
It was a long way to go, but the call was 
clear, and the response cheerful. Paul 
places the number who attended at five 
hundred. 


Who can imagine first the expectancy, 
and later the joy of this stupendous de- 
monstration — the risen Christ on dis- 
play in a blaze of effulgent glory! This 
was the occasion of the giving of the 
Great Commission. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: CHRIST’S VIC- 
TORY OVER DEATH BESPEAKS 
SIMILAR TRIUMPH FOR HIS FOL- 
LOWERS. 


The risen Christ is described by Paul 
as the “‘firstfruits,” the pattern of twice- 
born believers to whom resurrection life 
has been imparted by supernatural re- 
generation. The fact that He lived after 
death, and was seen of men, gives them 
the assurance of a similar experience. 


The New Testament record speaks of 
eleven appearances: (1) Mary Magda- 
lene at the tomb. (2) Peter. (3) Two 
disciples at Emmaus. (4) Disciples in 
the Upper Room. (5) Disciples with 
Thomas. (6) Disciples on the shore 
of Galilee. (7) Five hundred brethren. 
(8) Disciples on Olivet at the time of 
the ascension. (9) Stephen at his mar- 
tyrdom. (10) Paul on the road to Da- 
mascus. (11) John on the Isle of Pat- 
mos. 
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
